By strange coincidence, or as tho su- 
perstitious might agree by fateful influ- 
ence, the last clay of each year Bees in 
Victoria some suicidal tragedy. So it 
has been for the past five years, and yes- 
terday proved no exception to the re- 
markable rule, the early morning hours 
witnessing not one, but two ghastly 
shooting affairs. As a result of the first 
discovered of these, Alexander Smith, a 
city police constable, is now waiting for 
death in one of the Jubilee hospital 
wards, the surgeons agreeing that his 
recovery is possible but not at all proba- 
ble. All the facts in connection with the 
case are peculiar, and opinions differ as 
to whether poor Smith's wound was in- 
dicted by a cowardly enemy who had 
deliberately planned his assassination, 
or caused by a shot from his own revol- 
ver, fired with suicidal intent. 

Those who believe Smith was the vic- 
tim of a revengeful, murderous enemy, 
base their opinion upon the account of 
the shooting given by tho wounded offi- 
cer himself, in an ante-mortem deposi- 
tion taken by Magistrate Macrae; those 
who incline to tho self-murder theory — 
among them Chief Sheppard and the 
majority of hiB men — prefer the silent 
testimony of circumstances to the state- 
ment of the injured man. 

The shooting occurred just after yes- 
terday's Colonist went to press, at 
about 2 :80 or 3 o'clock in the morning, 
and the first intimation that a tragedy 
had been enacted at the constable's cosy 
home on Michigan street was given by a 
printer passing the place on his way 
homo after the labors of tho night. He 
heard Mrs. Smith's hysterical weeping, 
investigated, and telephoned to town. 
Two Colonist reporters were next on the 
scene, and with one of them Smith dis- 
cussed the shooting at some length be- 
fore the police arrived with Dr. Fraser, 
the city medical health officer. 

Ho was coming homo for lunch, he 
said, and was just on the point of enter- 
ing at his own back door — his hand be 
ing in fact on the knob 
word being spoken some one 
from only a few feet away. He turned 
at once and recognized his assailant, who 
had evidently lain in wait for him at hiB 
own door, knowing that ho would return 
home for a light lunch before completing 
his watch. Then, as ho saw that the 
man intended to lire again, he got inside 
the bouse as quickly as possible; told 
his wife not to venture outside lest she 
too might be shot; and removing his 
coat and vest lay down upon the bed. 

This is the version of tho shooting 
given by Smith to tho Colonist. He 
did not feel much pain u.t this time ac- 
cording to his own statement, and 
seemed surprisingly unconcerned as to 
the character of his wound and the ap- 
prehension of his assailant. 

" Oh, I know who it was," ho said. 
" It's not the first time he's laid for me, 
and I'll get even with him all right if 1 
get over this. I'm not going to give his 
name till I can get after him myself, 
though. If I am done for, Walker knows 
him— it's a friend of his." 

He was sure that the shooting took 
place right at his own back door, as his 
hand was on the knob — yet 
strange to say his wound is 
not in the back, but in 
the breast, a little above tho heart. 
When asked by the reporter if he had 
had a chance to return the shot, ho hesi- 
tated a moment and then said: "No; 
I've lost my gun." 

Yet his own revolver was found, on a 
search being instituted by Officer Allen, 
behind a pile oi wood in the detached 
fuel shed, one chamber fired. It is of 
tlie calibre corresponding apparently 
with the wound. The coat which he had 
worn while on duty Wednesday night 
is also a witness in Btipport of 
the suoidal theory, being powder-burned 
and marked as though tho revolver had 
been pressed tight against tho breast, 
the intention being to send the bullet 
into or through the heart. This would 
undoubtedly have been its course had it 
not been deflected by one of the ribB, tu 
pass into tho lung. 

The doctor on his arrival found the 
injury to consist of a dangerous penetrat- 
ing chest wound on the left side in tho 
region of the heart. From the location of 
the point of entrance it would seem most 
likelv th,at the bullet would pass through 
tho body. It had found no exit, how- 
ever, and is still lodged in such manner 
that probing for it would only seal the 
fate of tlie patient. The doctors, under 
the circumstances, can only await de- 
velopments— death from pneumonia, 
hemorrhage, or blood-poisoning being 
the most likely termination of the case. 

When Magistrate Maurae arrived, Dr. 
Fraser having said that it would 
be well to have a formal 
statement from the wounded man, 
he had changed his story in 
several essential details, lie saw his 
assailant, he said, but could not describe 
him ; the shot was fired while ho was 
going from the house to the closet, which 
is oil' from the woodshed ; lie returned 
tho fire and lost possession of his own 
revolver, he didn't know how ; tho man 
who shot him stood eitfht or ten feet 
awav, and though he could seo the 
bright barrel cf his weapon ho could not 
see his face. 

Chief Sheppard is sufficiently con- 
vinced of the falsity of Smith's 
version to deem it unnecessary to 
net upon it. The burned coat; a 
pool of blood in the shed but 
nowhere else; the fact that Smith had 
no enemy but himself and his appetite, 
and the knowledge that he has been 
drinking heavily of late and waB de- 
pressed in consequence aro woven to- 



gether and accepted as establishing a 
complete and common-sense present- 
ment of the caso. 

Whether Smith or the Chief is right 
remains to be disclosed. The medical 
men share the opinion that the wound 
was self inflicted, and rather expect a 
confession to this effect from the patient 
before 24 hours more have passed. 

NEW YEAR'S HONORS.

Improving Prospects— The Gold Miu- 
ing'Industry— Review of 
tho Coal Trade. 



Property Assessments— Customs Re- 
turns—Vital statistics— Mineral 
Claims Recorded— Building. 



Nan-aimo, Dec. 31.— (Special)— While 
in many respects a review of the buai 
ness activities in this city and district 
during the year now closing might be 
much more encouraging, there are also 
many indications, quite as noticeable, of 
the likelihood of a change in the' tide and 
n gradual return of its early commercial 
activity. This, it ia believed, will be 
chiefly the result of the constant exten- 
sion of the gold mining industry in thiB 
and surrounding districts, the import- 
ance of which is confirmed by the fact 
that a largo number of citizens are ener- 
getically pushing negotiations for the 
location of a smelter here, the inaugura- 
tion of which, it ia thought, would be a 
powerful factor in raising the tide of 
commercial activity. Nanaimo, with its 
entire dependence upon almost a single 
industry, has felt the wide-swead de- 
pression greatly, and for the same 
reason has been slow in recovering. 
The foreign coal shipments for 1895 were 
considerably below those for the previ- 
ous year, and though fortunately this 
cannot altogether lie said of lS'.Mi, there 
lias still beon a slight decrease from the 
shipments of 1S95. 

Though the existing state of affairs be 
not a permanent one, it is gratifying to 
note that, the year is closing with the 
prospectB of at least several months of 
good demand for British Columbia coal 
from the American markets, owing to 
changes in the trade conditions and the 
lesssening of the supply of Australian 
coal brought over by returning grain 
carriers as ballaBt.

boundary of the district in reference to 
Texada islaud, makes the total number 
of claims now in the district 422. A 
large number of these are on Texada 
island and in Dunsmuir district. 

The accidents in coal mines have this 
year been particularly few, only nine 
out of some 3,000 men employed by the 
three collierier having been fatally in- 
jured during the year, and only seven of 
these underground, The Dumber of 
serious accidents reported from the three 
□lines was this year 35 and last year -10. 

Building during the year has been 
quiet, the only two structures of import- 
ance being the new Central school, which 
was finished in July, and the new court 
house, finished a few months earlier, 
both of which were started in 1895. 

Perhaps the most important public 
project of the year is the organization of 
I a syndicate to obtain a charter for the 
' construction of a narrow gauge railway 
from Nanaimo up the Nitinatt valley 
and across the island to Alberni. In the 
event of Alberni becoming the great 
mining country which is anticipated, 
this railway would undoubtedly prove a 
great boon both to tho merchants of 
Nanaimo and the mine owners of Al- 
berni, especially if sufficient induce- 
ments can be given to bring a smelter 
here— and the citizens of Nanaimo have 
abundance of business enterprise yet.

The customs returns, which are not 
obtainable in detail at the time of writ- 
ing, show a uniform and considerable 
decrease in the amount of duty collected 
during every quarter of the year and a 
consequently smaller importation of 
dutiable goods though goods coining in 
free of duty are largely in excess of what 
they were last year. Tht> inland revenue 
returns will show but very little change 
from last year. 

During 1806 tho vital statistics show 
there wore 25S births, 5)3 deaths and 57 
marriages, as compared with 200 births, 
118 deaths and 79 marriages in 381)5.

Said to Have Been Deceived by Dr. Zer 
tucba— Shot but Yet Living. 

Kev West, Fla., Lee. 31.— Senora 
Deloras Mirabel, widow of Lieut. -Col.

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Dec. 31.— Mr. N. Schou 
talked with the Colonist correspondent 
to-day in reference to the possibility of 
English capital being largely invested in 
British Columbia mines next Bummer. 
Mr. Bchou, since his arrival here, has 
kept himself in constant touch with the 
Englk:.' r-ading public by frequent com- 
munijations to the press of Great Brit- 
ain, and besides giving voluminous in- 
formation, answering all queries about 
the province that appeared in the press, 
lie is in receipt of numerous letters from 
wealthy Britishers, asking for bona fide 
information regarding the mineral 
wealth of the province, and going into 
detail in many instances. 

He predicts a rush from England and 
Scotland next summer, basing his 
opinion on the fact that for the first 
time the press of Great Britain is notic- 
ing the mining possibilities of the prov- 
ince in extended notices. Mr. Schou 
said that two yeais ago it waB very diffi- 
cult for him to get his letters into the 
Old Country papers, and he would in- 
variably receive a polite reply that 
British Columbia mutters were at pre- 
sent of little interest; but he in turn 
politely persisted Bending information. 
Among the numerous letters received by 
Mr. Schou recently, is one from a well 
known millionaire, which, for meaning 
a lot in a small Bpace, is a record break- 
er. It rctds : "Write me at once of 
something big in British Columbia, and 
I will investigate." Mr. Schou will 
probably Bail for England before many 
months as a promoter, possibly lecturing 
through England on British Columbia's 
mineral resources. 

The chain gang are being worked daily 
in the city limits clearing away brush. 
It has been said that the city have no 
right to put vagrants in the chain gang, 
that the law draws the line at convicts. 
In this case it is a matter of a few un- 
fortunate vagrants unduly suiTering for 
the good of the city, as there is no doubt 
that among those vagrants are the burg- 
lars and highwaymen against whom the 
police have been unable to get a con- 
viction.

Mr. J. M. MacKinnon, president of 
the Golden Cache Mines Company, in 
speaking of his recent trip to England 
said that he took every opportunity, 
apart from the business which actually 
took him to England, to effectively ad- 
vertise British Columbia and its mining 
resources and to place them prominently 
before the English public. Mr. Mac- 
Kinnon took with him LTjO pounds of the 
rich gold bearing, free milling quartz 
from the Golden Eagle, as a sample of 
what British Columbia could produce. 
The Canadian Pacific railway authori- 
ties in London gave Mr. MacKinnon 
every assistance in the way of placing 
the samples before .those most likely to 
be interested, and sent out invitation 
cards to fifty or sixty of the most 
influential newspapers of England 
and Scotland and to numerous 
prominent bankers and hading brokers. 
The MacArthur Cyanide Process Co., of 
Glasgow, were especially anxious to have 
some of the samples, and they were 
obliged by Mr. MacKinnon. The sequel 
to Mr. MacKinnon's trip is in the wide- 
spread notices he and the Golden Cache 
mines in particular and British Colum- 
bia in general have received from the 
press of Great Britain. Mr. MacKinnon's 
trip and the marvellously rich specimens 
exhibited by him are noticed in all the 
influential and conservative papers in 
England and Scotland, many of the 
more conservative of them for the first 
time printing a notice voluntarily on 
British Columbia mines. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, Dec. 31.— While J. I. 
Breen, treasurer of the local lodge l.O.O. 
F., Cloverdale, was close to the lodge 
room door in the rear of the premises, a 
gunny sack was slipped over his head 
from behind and hia pockets quickly 
ritled of $100 lodge money. He was then 
thrown violently to the ground. When 
the sack was removed there was no one 
in sight. 

NELSON. 
(From the Nelson Tribune.) 

The suit of the Nelson & Fort Shep- 
pard railway company against the Paris 
Belle mining claim, in which the title of 
the defendant mining company to its 
mining claim is attacked, will come up 
for argument at Victoria during the lirst 
week in January before a full bench. 
The railway company claims that every 
location made subseqvent to April, 1893, 
the time of the filing of the selection un- 
der the railway grant, not accompanied 
by an entry bond, is invalid. This is 
the point raised against the location of 
the Paris Belle. 

Otto Abeling, the well known mill 
man, Ikib just returned from the Lanark 
mine near Hlecillewaet, where ho is put- 
ting up a 200-ton concentrator for the 
Lillooet, Fraser River & Cariboo Gold 
Fields Company, limited. The mill is 
about one mile from the mines, and will 
be connected by an aerial tramway.

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THE YEAR ISOG. 



The year of grace 1896 seemed to pro- 
mise at its opening to be one of strife 
and bloodshed. The war cloud hung 
dark and threatening over Great Brit- 
ain. It had advanced from the south 
and from the west, and seemed about to 
burst as the year opened. During De- 
cember Mr. Olney's dispatch and the 
President's message, affirming the right 
of the United States to interfere in the 
settlement of the Venezuelan contro- 
versy, had been followed by the denial 
on the part of Lord Salisbury of any such 
right. President Cleveland's position 
was supported by the Legislature and 
the press of the country, and threats of 
war resounded through the length and 
breadth of the United States. 

Dr. Jameson's raid into the Transvaal 
had taken place during the last week 
of the old year, and on New 
Year's day ho was defeated at Kru- 
gersdorp and compelled to surrender. 
The telegram 6ent to President Kruger 
by the Emperor of Germany and the un- 
friendly attitude of the German press 
gave England reason to believe that 
what was already an embarrassing com- 
plication with a small and distant coun- 
try under her own protection, might end 
in a war with a strong and powerful 
neighbor. Meanwhile the other powers 
stood aloof, and the Armenian difficulty 
was an evidence that the Eastern pro- 
blem was still unsolved and might at 
any time furnish a pretext for the attack 
of jealous and unfriendly powers/ But 
Great Britain at this crisis was not 
wanting to herself. She faced cold 
friends and threatening foes with a calm- 
ness which astonished the world. 
Speedily but without haste she prepared 
her forces so as to be ready for any emer- 
gency. And then her statesmen turned 
their attention to the solution of the dif 
Acuities which surrounded them. One 
satisfaction she had in her hour of lone- 
liness was that from almost every part of 
her vast empire came assurances of sym- 
pathy and promises of assistance, and it 
was soon realized that however passive 
she might have been the Sea Queen had 
only been sleeping and was ready forauy 
emergency. 

At the close of the vear it is wonder- 
ful to note how completely the dangers 
have been passed and the difficulties 
overcome. The wisdom and good feel- 
ing of Great Britain and the United 
States have conquered pride and preju- 
dice, and by mutual concessions the 
Venezuelan boundary question, which 
threatened to involve serious com plica 
tions is about to be iinally settled 
Statesmen and philanthropists on both 
sides of the ocean, seeing what terrible 
troubles may arise from very trifling 
causes have devised a plan by which all 
questions that may arise between Eng- 
land and the United States can be sub- 
mitted to arbitration and it may be 
expected that before the close of another 
year we shall have to announce the es- 
tablish meat of a permanent court of ar- 
bitration for the two great English 
speaking nations. 

Dr. Jameson and the oilier officers who 
led the Johannesburg raid have been 
punished for their gallant but unlawful 
expedition. The Uitlanders have not, 
it is true, obtained redress and some of 
their leaders have suffered line and im- 
prisonment, but they are biding their 
time and there is reason to expect they 
will before long gain those rights and 
privileges which it is impossible for the 
most tyrannical of governments to with 
hold much longer from free, intelligent 
and law-abiding citizens. Meanwhile 
the Transvaal suffers from the narrow 
and arbitrary policy- of the Beer Presi- 
dent and his government. In this con- 
nection it may be noted that the German 
Emperor hastened to assure England 
that his impulsive expression of sym- 
pathy with the Boers was not intended 
aB a menace or an insult to her, and his 
actions since have not contradicted the 
truth of his protestation. 

The Armenian problem is still un- 
solved. In spite of eloquent appeals 
from statesmen of both parties and men 
of all creeds, the government of Eng- 
land has not felt justified in interposing 
single-handed to save Armenia, and in 
the absence of force, threat and remon- 
Btance have alike been idle. 

There lias not, perhaps, been as much 
bloodshed -this year as last, but the 
massacres at Constantinople have taken 
from the Sultan even the wretched ex- 
cuse that he was not ablo to control the 
fanaticism of his own subjects. When 
in the streets of his own city defenceless 
men and innocent women and children 



were slaughtered before the eyes, if not 
by the orders, of his own officers, no 
reasonable being can believe that his 
will was not obeyed. Rumors reach us 
from time to time of an agreement be- 
tween the powers by which this terrible 
tyranny and oppression shall be made to 
cease, but still Abdul Hamid reigns ac- 
cording to the manner of those kings of 
old of whom it used to bo said that they 
did evil all the days of their lives. 

Near the close of 1S95 an expedition 
was sent under the command of Sir 
Francis Scott to march to Coomassie and' 
establish British sovereignty in Ashan- 
tee. King Prempeh submitted without 
a blow, and the only losses which the 
British army experienced were those 
from malaria. Among the victims of 
that terrible diseaso was Prince Ilenxy 
of Battenberg, the husband of Princess 
Beatrice, who had joined the expedition 
and whose loss the Queen and her daugh- 
ter mourn as that of a considerate and 
attentive son-in-law, a kind husband 
and a loving father. 

In March all the world was astonished 
by the news that an army, composed of 
English and Egyptain soldiers, had been 
ordered into the Soudan. It was pro- 
phesied that England would find a very 
formidable foe in tho dervishes, and 
that the Egyptain troops were not to be 
depended on. But General Kitchener 
advanced up tho Nile, winning several 
victories on his way in. On the 23rd of 
September he took and occupied Dongo- 
ia. The success of this expedition has 
been uninterrupted, and the Egyptian 1 
troops have won praise by their gallant 
and soldierly conduct. 

The present has been a quiet year in 
Great Britain. There have been no 
great political changes, and no burning 
political questions agitating the public 
mind. Early in the year, Mr. Justin 
McCarthy, finding the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of tho leadership of the 
Irish parliamentary party inconsistent 
with the leisure which his ago and his 
literary pursuits rendered necessary, re- 
signed. Mr. Sexton was elected to take 
his place. Mr. Sexton, however, not 
only declined the honor, but resigned 
his seat in Parliament, whereupon Mr. 
John Dillon was elected leader of the 
Home Rule Party. Mr. Gladstone, 
roused by the Armenian outrages, has 
shown that even at eighty-six he has in- 
tellectual vigor and physical energy 
enough to address large audiences and to 
write long magazine articles. His at- 
tempt to bring about a recognition of 
the Anglican orders by the Pope has ex- 
cited a good deal of comment, friendly 
and the reverse, but has produced no 
other result. 

In October Lord Rosebery, feeling that 
he did not agree with other members of 
the Liberal party, notably Mr. Glad- 
stone, as to the duty of England alone to 
interfere to force tho Sultan to cease his 
persecution of his Christian subjects, re- 
signed the leadership of the Liberal 
party. His place was taken by Sir 
William Vernon Harccurt, who was al- 
ready leader in the House of Commons 
and who, therefore, was ablo to take up 
the work which his chief laid down, 
without any disturbance of the party 
machinery. 

This year the Queen celebrated the 
sixtieth anniversary of her coronation 
and the 23rd of September was marked 
as the day when the length of her reign 
had exceeded that of any preceding 
English sovereign. The occasion was 
marked by many congratulations on the 
progress which had been made, both in 
the prosperity and the extension of her 
empire since her accession, and atten- 
tion was directed to the great moral and 
social benefits which England has 
derived from having had so long 
in the highest place in the 
realm a woman who has per- 
formed the duties of wife, mother and 
Queen as purely, as faithfully and as 
conscientiously as Queen Victoria has; 
done. The birth of a second son to the 
Duke of York has added another mem- 
bur to the royal family, and in the little 
daughter of the Czur of Russia Her Ma- 
jesty welcomed another great-grand- 
child. 

England has this year entertained 
many noble and royal visitors. Among 
these may be mentioned Li Hung Chang, 
the great Chinese envoy, who visited 
Her Majesty, tho Prince of Wales, Lord 
Salisbury and Mr. Gladstone, and he did 
not forget to show that he still loved and 
honored the memory of his departed 
friend, General Gordon. The Emperor 
of Germany for a few days cast care 
aside and paid a friendly visit to his 
English relatives. But more importance 
was attached to the state visit of the 
young Czar of Russia and his wife, who 
spent some days at Balmoral Castle. 
Whether that visit has Lad any etl'ect on 
European politics or not does not yet 
appear, but it is surely a good Bign when 
tho autocratic ruler of a country which 
has for many years looked upon Eng- 
land as a power to be circumvented and 
opposed in every way possible, visits her 
shores and partakes of her hospitality. 

In labor circles an unusual quiet has 
reigned. There have been strikes, it is 
true, but none that has disturbed greatly 
the progress of peaceful industry. The 
jubilee of the repeal of tho Corn Laws 
gave Eree Traders an opportunity of re- 
viewing the proL-rcsa of the manufactur- 
ing and commercial interests of Great 
Britain during the paBt half century, and 
afforded the protectionists, who are in- 
creasing in numbers and influence, a 
chance of pointing to the great agricul- j 



showing that Free Trado was not a 
panacea lor all economic ills under tho 
sun. 

At the close of the year news has come 
that there is great distress in the West 
of Ireland, and that there has sprung up 
a Btrong agitation in that Island against 
the heavy taxation imposed by the Im- 
perial Government. Speeches have been 
made by the Duko of Devonshire and 
others, recognizing the duty of tho col- 
onies, as well as the Mother Country, to 
promote in every way possible the unity 
of the Empire, and a treaty has been 
Bigned by France and England which 
settles the Siam and Mekong questions. 

In France very little has gone on 
which concerns the outside world. 
There has been no important revolution. 
A cabinet has fallen and another taken 
its place without any great excitement. 
There have been some whisperings of 
combinations between Royalists and 
Bonapartists, and the Due' d'Orleans 
has declared that ho is not satisfied with 
the laissez-fairo policy of his supporters. 
Franco has not been very successful in 
her colonial policy. Madagascar was 
hard to conquer and is still harder to 
rule, and it is said that Bhe is not in- 
creasing in population at home at a 
sufficiently rapid rate to make it incum- 
bent upon her to seek new homes for her | 
people in strange lands. Tho important 
thing with regard to France so far as the 
outBide world la concerned is that she iB 
still good friendB with Russia. The Czar 
and Czarina were welcomed there with 
every demonstration of delight, and the 
young Emperor seemed to appreciate 
and to respond to the cordiality with 
which he was received. 

Germany too, has since the episode of 
tho Kruger telegram, beon pursuing the 
even tenor of her way without interfer- 
ing greatly with outside affairs. The 
Czar and other great visitors have como 
and gone and the young Emperor has 
paid visits, made speeches, reviewed 
troops and watched tho progress of 
affairs with the keen eye of one who is 
determined not to lose sight of any op- 
portunity of using his power and in- 
fluence to advance what he considers to 
be tho right cause or to prevent the exe- 
cution of plans of which ho disapproves. 
But it is not always thateven the Kaiser 
can have everything his own way. He 
has resolved that the German navy 
shall be as efficient as the German army 
is now, and there is a strong opposition 
in the Reichstag to passing theestimates 
which he considers necessary for his 
purpose. A good deal of excitement 
was caused a few months ago by the 
roveiations of a secret treaty which was 
made in 18SS between Russia and Ger- 
many, and which was supposed to be 
incompatible with tho then existing 
Triple Alliance. The newspapers gave 
as their authority Prince Bismarck. But 
beyond affording a theme for newspaper 
discussion very little result has followed 
tho disclosures. 

This has been a busy year in Russia. 
The Czar, who succeeded to tho throne 
in 181)5, was crowned with his young 
wife at Moscow in May with a pomp and 
splendor that made the descriptions of 
the ceremony read like an eastern fairy 
tale. A terrible catastrophe, caused by 
a panic, in which two thousand specta- 
tors, lost their lives, marred the joy of 
the festivities. The subsequent visit of 
the royal couple to Austria, Germany, 
England and Prance has been already 
referred to. The trans-Siberian railroad 
has been pushed steadily forward, and a 
treaty has been made with China by 
which Russia will be allowed to extend 
her great railroad through O/.inese ter- 
ritory and so obtain an Outlet to the 
warm waters of the Pacific ocean. The 
death of Prince Lobanolf, the great for- 
eign minister of Russia, was a great loss 
i) the empire, but some one else will be 
found to carry on hie work. Altogether 
the powerful influence of the Russian 
empire is extending very fast, and it is 
to bo hoped for the future of mankind 
that knowledge and enlightenment will 
spread as fast among her subjects. 

The kingdom of Italy is not in this 
year in tho happy condition of the coun- 
try that has no history. In December 
of last, year her tioops were defeated by 
King Menelek of Abyssinia. When news 
of the disaster arrived in Italy the Cris- 
pi minister was overthrown and the 
Marquis di Rudini took his place. But 
the change of ministry did not bring 
succes.-i to the Italian arms and their sol- 
diers were withdrawn from Abyssinia. 

Spain has for tho last two years been 
sending out forces to conquer her rebel- 
lious colony of Cuba. General Weyler 
has this year had at his disposal a great 
army and an immense amount of money, 
and still at tho end of tho year Cuba 
senilis as far from being conquered as 
she was at the beginning. The other 
great Spanish colony in the East, the 
Philippine Islands, has taken up arms 
anil is so far successfully resisting all the 
attempts made by Spain at subduing tho 
insurrection 

In Crele the Christians have with 
some success revolted against the rule of 
the " barbarous Turk," and the Powors 
have intervened to gain the appointment 
of a Christian governor of the province. 

In Asia there have been no great wars 
or revolutions. China has made friends 
with Russia, and Japan, in her inde- 
pendent way, by extending her com- 
merce and improving her manufactures, 
promises soon to be a formidable rival to 
Western nations in tho industrial world. 
Tho famine in India, though not so 
severe as was at first expected, will tax 



Government to afford timoly and com- 
plete relief. 

The prosperity of the South African 
Company ^.and the progress of Rhodesia 
received a severe check by the troubles 
in tho Transvaal and the rising of the 
Matabelo; but Cecil Rhodes is still 
there, and it will be a wonder if his 
wonderful o.nergy, enterprise and powerB 
of organization do not find a way to re- 
cover lost ground, and to set things on a 
better footing than they were at the be- 
ginning of tli ia year. Ho is ono of those 
men who do not know what failure 
means. 

On this side of the Atlantic the year 
has brought its cbangeB. In South 
America, indeeed, with the exception of 
the Venezuelan difficulty, things have 
been wonderfully tranquil, and. per- 
haps, we may hope that tlio peopleB of 
that continent are growing tired of rev- 
olutions and are setting themselves to 
work to develop tho splendid natural re- 
sources of their various countries. 

At the beginning of the year the peo- 
ple of tho United Stutes were contem- 
plating what they thought might be the 
consequences of President Cleveland's 
message to Congress, affirming the right 
of that country to interfere in the Ven- 
ezuelan despute, and of Lord Salisbury's 
reply. The hot-headed and thoughtless, 
or the unprincipled, rejoiced in the idea 
of going to war, and prophesied the 
speedy discomfiture of tho hated Eng- 
lish. But the wise and good of all par- 
ties hoped that the nation might be 
spared the horrors of a fratricidal struggle 
between two powerful and brave nations. 
Business men mourned over the losses 
they were already suffering, and looked 
forward with dread to the prospect of 
greater misfortunes. As we have seen 
the storm soon ceased and wiser and 
better counsels prevailed. The Ameri- 
can Venezuelan commission was ap- 
pointed and went quietly on with its 
work, unnoticed, and alter a while al- 
most forgotten. In January .$75,000 
were approplated for the expenses of a 
commission determining the boundary 
linejjotween Alaska and British Amer- 
ica. Tho commission has finished, or 
almost finished, its work, and the last 
disputed boundary line will have soon 
disappeared from the American conti- 
nent. A source of disagreement between 
Canada and the United States is, it is 
expected, being removed by the com- 
mission now sitting in our city to settle 
the claims of the sealing vessels which 
were unjustly seized by tho United 
States, and whose claims were ordered 
to be paid by the Paris Arbitration on 
tho seal fisheries. 

For many months the United States 
has been expressing sympathy with the 
Cuban rebels. Filibustering expeditions 
have been organized, not " of course" 
with either the knowledge or consent of 
tho government, against the Spanish 
forces. This has deeply offended the 
Spanish government and enraged the 
Spanish people. But their indignation 
reached its height when, after the death 
of General Maceo a few weeks ago, Sena- 
tor Cameron proposed a resolution ask- 
ing Congress to recognize the Cuban 
Republic. It is not likely that this 
Congress will take the matter up, and as 
before the good sense of the nation is 
against war, but it is well for tho peace 
party in the United States that Spain is 
not as rich and powerful as she is proud 
and spirited or the insult would have 
brought war upon them without delay. 

The event of the year, however, in the 
United States, was ot course the Presi- 
dential election. Every other interest 
was absorbed in that, arid even the in- 
duBtrial world paused to watcli the doll 
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have visited Western Canada and British 
Columbia and possibly good may result 
from the knowledge they have gained of 
our resources and our needs. Apart 
from politics the year has not oeen event- 
ful. Canada has been fairly prosperous. 
Few have grown rich but there has been 
little distress or poverty. Tho harvests 
have been excellent and the various iii- 
jdustries havo been safely and on tho 
whole profitably carried on. There is ono 
part of Can add of which so moderate an 
estimate -.vould not be true and that ia 
British Columbia. 

The year 1896 will long be rerneiri' 
bored as that in which the wonderful 
mineral wealth of the Province of Brit- 
ish Columbia was determined beyond 
the possibility of doubt, and in which 
the work of development began. In 
ICootenay, in Alberni, and a hundred 
other places, capitalists have invested 
their money, and men have gone to work 
to get froin the bosom of the earth those 
treusures which have such an attraction 
for men of all ages and of every country.

Brown's School Days," and "Tom 
Brown at Oxford," and who was also 
prominent in. connection with co-oper- 
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in the Commons and. acceptably dis- 
charged the duties of the gubernatorial 
position in the province of which it is 
the capital. Hon. Mr. Balfour, who 
had made his mark as Speaker of the 
Ontario Legislature, died on August 19, 
shortly after he had been appointed to 
the Provincial Secretaryship.

Hardly had the news of the shooting 
of Constable Smith begun to circulate in 
the city yesterday morning than people 
were shocked to have the additional 
news that John W. Griffith had been 
found dead in bod with a bullet hole 
through his head. It was a clear case 
of suicide, a letter beaido the body show 
ing plainly that the unfortunate man 
had deliberately taken his own life. 
John W. Griffith, who was -.veil known 
in Victoria where he had formerly re- 
Bided, came down from the West Coast 
on the last trip of the Tees, and on Sun- 
day registered at the Occidental hotel. 
He had given some evidence before the 
sealing commission on Wednesday fore- 
noon and did not at all look like a man 
who contemplated suicide. In fact that 
same afternoon he made a busi- 
ness engagement for yesterday, 1 and 
at 5 o'clock met a friend at 
the corner of Store and Cormorant 
Btreets, and spoke of going back to the 
West Coast on Saturday. He had been, 
it may be mentioned, engaged in pros- 
pecting for some time past. 

At a few minutes before 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning tho Chinaman went up 
stairs' to clean up Mr. Griffith's room 
and soon came running downstairs, say- 
ing there was something wrong. Mr. 
Porter, the proprietor, investigated and 
discovered Griffiths, fully dressed, lying 
dead on tbo bed, a 3S calibre six-shooter 
on the floor near him and a bullet hole 
in his head. The unfortunate man had 
placed the weapon just behind his right 
ear, the bullet ranging upwards and 
causing instant death. 

A letter addressed to his wife at Port 
Townsend was found on the table, the 
disjointed sentences of which, written 
on some pages torn from a small mem- 
orandum book, seemed to indicate that 
the poor fellow's mind was in a very un- 
healthy condition. It was dated 3:30 
p.m., December 30, and in it Griffith 
stated that he had been insane for some 
time and did not know it. He had had 
it shown to him, he said, that he was 
about to die and by what means, and 
further in the midst of a rambling lot of 
sentences he stated that he intended to 
commit suicide. The police took charge 
of the body and had it removed to the 
morgue, the inquest being set for 10 
o'clock this morning. 

Mr. Griffith was born in Manchester, 
England, but when a child his people 
removed to Indiana, and at the ago of 17 
ho came to British Columbia. 

He lived in Victoria for many years, 
being at one time bookkeeper for Sir. L 
Goodacre, and also engaged at the Al- 
bion Iron Works. A few years ago he 
went to Port Townsend, but was unfor- 
tunate in business, and lately was en- 
gaged in prospecting for several Victoria 
business men at Alberni and other dis- 
tricts on the West Coast. He leaves a 
large family, his wife living with the 
children at Port Townsend. 

Mr. Griffith's room being somewhat 
removed from the other bedrooms iii the 
hotel, no one seems to have heard the 
fatal shot fired, though one lady had an

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Rebels in the Philippines No Long- 
er Itespect the Eights of 
Foreigners. 

The Iusnrgents, Under German Olli- 
cers, at Present Masters of 
the Situation. 



A letter bearing half a dozen or more 
unfamiliar postmarks, and which, al 
though addressed " per steamer Brae 
mer," did not reaeb Victoria until yes- 
terday, brings a strange but undoubted- 
ly true story from Cavite, the centro of 
headquarters of the rebellion in the 
Philippines. It is not this time a recital 
of fresh cruelties contrived and practiced 
by the crafty Spaniards upon the op- 
pressed inhabitants of the islands, but 
on the other hand shows that the rebels 
are in some cases entitled to neither 
sympathy nor support. 

The writer is a well-known resident of 
Shanghai, and her story is a repitition 
of the hardships and indignities endured 
by her sister, Mrs. Hobson, wifo of the 
English manager of thedocks at Cavite — 
herself an Englishwoman, born in Hong- 
kong. 

These docks employ a large number of 
westisos and other native PhilippianB, 
who from the lirst have been active 
sympathizers with the "eoiis of free- 
dom " as the insurgent" have styled 
themselves. The dock men have, how- 
ever, failed to grasp the lofty purpose of 
the rebel leaders, and have interpreted 
their declaration of hostilities as a signal 
to resist all constituted authorities, and 
to disregard all private rights. They 
accordingly took possession of the pro- 
perty of the dock companies early in 
November, and with the hope of extort- 
ing money apparently, made prisoners of 
their employers, threatening to murder- 
even the English among them — this be- 
ing a new and unlooked for proceeding, 
as native hostility had heretofore been 
directed solely against the Spaniards. 

Nine English residents were carried 
off to the mountains while Mr. and Mrs. 
Hodgson and their little child found 
temporary safety from the rifle bullets 
and the equally cruel men in an old 
steamship boiler crowning a heap of 
scrap iron, on the wharf. From this 
unique place of refuge they sent by the 
hand of a faithful servant, hastily scrawl- 
ed letters to friends in Manila, Hong- 
kong. Shanghai and Yokohama, includ- 
ing one to Oapt. Chichester of H.M.S. 
Immortalite and one to the Admiral. 
These communications, pointing out the 
indignities, loss and peril to which 
they had been subjected by the natives, 
ot course found no difficulty in passing 
the censorship of the Spaniards, even 
although they implored the British au- 
thorities to land troops from the gun- 
boats at Manila to effect a rescue. 

This action was seriously contempla- 
ted when the letter just received here 
was mailed from Shanghai— on Novem- 
ber 25. The story told by Mrs. Hodson 
puts a new complexion upon the distur- 
bances in the Philippines and makes it 
clear that the immunity all other for- 
eigners than Spaniards have hitherto 
enjoyed is now at an end. 

Up to very latest advices the rebels 
remain masters of the situation, having 
— while the Spanish awaited reinforce- 
ments — strongly fortified their naturally 
strong position, under the capable direc- 
tion of several expert military strate- 
gist?, reported to be oflicers of the Im- 
perial German army. As yet they have 
no heavy ordnance, but tboy are well 
supplied with Nordenfeldts and other 
machine guns, of which they make ad- 
mirable use in repelling each successive 
attack upon their position. The most 
near to success of any of these 
was made on November S, the 
Spanish troops numbering 3,800 
under the personal command of General 
Kios, and operating in concert with six 
gunboats and cruisers, who poured shell 
into the rebel intrenchments from early 
morning. The insurgents could make 
no reply to the attack by the ships, from 
either Noveletta or Viejo, and it un- 
doubtedly did them considerable dam- 
age; they practically held their own, 
however, with the soldiery, better armed 
than they perhaps but whom they out- 
numbered two to one. The object of the 
attack was to cut off the only avenue of 
communication had by the rebels with 
Imus, their base of supplies, and for 
a time the Spaniards had' possession of 
this important road. They were, however, 
forced to retire during "the night, after 
blowing up captured outer works of 
rebels. The latter made a moBt desperate 
resistance, fighting to the death and 
proving themselves magnificentriflemen ; 
in testimony of their skill the steamers 
Isabel and Filipino landed more than a 
hundred dead and over 100 wounded 
Spanish ollicers and men at Manila on 
the 9th, including two prominent supe- 
rior ollicers. The Spanish estimate the 
rebel loss to have equalled their own. 
but owing to the nature of the position 
they occupied this is altogether unlikely. 

The next step contemplated by the 
Spanish is a grand assault upon imus; 
it will not, however, be attempted until 
further reinforcements arrivo and the 
raw levies are transformed into service- 
able soldiers.

On his trial by court- 
martial, Dr. Rizal admitted that he was 
the author of the constitution of the 
Philippine league, the object of which

An editorial in the Daily News, says: 
" If Spain were better informed on for- 
eign opinion, they would see that their 
cruelties raise the strongest prejudices 
against them in the United States. 
Rizal, executed at Manila, may do his 
captors more harm dead than alive." 

The government authorizes General 
Polavieja, captain-general of the Philip- 
pines, to borrow several million dollars 
from the banks at Manila and Hong- 
kong to continue the campaign until the 
Cortes meets.

London - , Dec. 81. — The Madrid corres- 
pondent of the Standard says: Dr. Rizal 
was shot at Manila to-day, in the pre- 
sence of an immense crowd. He was 
sentenced under Gen. Polavieja's new- 
policy of vigorous repression and sum- 
mary carrying out of sentence. General 
Polavieja absented himself during the 
execution. Great precautions were tak- 
en to prevent a popular demonstration. 
Dr. Rizal reconciled himself with the 
church of Rome, and begged to be allow- 
ed to take part in a civil marriage with his 
Canadian mistiess before he died. His

Many People Keep Watch Night at the City 
Churches.

At the Reformed Episcopal 
church Rev. Dr. Reid, of Westminster, 
gave a New Year's Eve address, 
and at other churches the occa 
sion was improved by the pastors 
by addresses apt to the time. The 
congregations were large and to suit the 
convenience of the public the street car 
service was continued until 2 o'clock 
this morning.

LISH. 

Nowadays men are doing nllsorts of won- 
ders by means of electricity, both in mec- 
hanics and in chemistry, f see by the pap- 
ers that they expect to be able to"produec 
real diamonds by it. Perhaps they may 
marvels never cease. But we will wait till 
they do before we crow over that job. 1'j 
to this time, anyway, everything that is 
both valuable and useful is the fruit of hard 
work. Even diamonds are mostly got out 
of rocky mines. And, within reasonable 
limits, it is good for us to have to work. 
Ten shillings honestly earned is better for a 
man than twenty in the shape of a legacy. 

The best condition of things for any 
country would be when fair wages could be 
earned straight along, without loss or de 
duction for any reason. IJut in the presen 
aspect of human affairs this is impossible. 
Whose fault it is we cannot now dliicuss. 

One source of loss, however, is plum en 
ough, and some remedy for it ought to be 
found. In England and Wales every work- 
ing man averages ten days of illness per 
year, making the total loss of wages from 
this cause 11,(1000,000 a year. We are talking 
of the average, you see. Hut inasmuch as 
all working-men are not ill every year, this 
average does not fairly show the suffering 
and loss of those who are ill.

DUN'S 1IEVIEW. 

The Trade of the Year as Appears by the 
Returns of the Great Commercial 
Agency. 

New York, Dec. 31. — R. (i. Dun A 
Co., in their weekly review, will say : 
" There have been more commercial 
failures in 1896 than in any previous 
year, except 189o ; about 1-1,890 against 
13,897 last year, with liabilities of about 
$2^5,000,000 against $173,llit;,0(i0 last 
year, the increase in number betnsr 
about twelve per cent., and in liabil- 
ities of twenty-nine per cent. In 
view of holiday markets it is imoossible 
to give exact figures until next week 
hut the monthly returns show that $3(1,- 
000,000 of the excess over last year was 
in the two months August and Septem- 
ber, in which manufacturers' liabilities 
were $15, 600,000 larger than last year, 
trading $10,100,000, and brokers and 
other commercial $10, -130,000 larger. Of 
the latter class $10,0-11,41(3 out of about 
$13,000,000 were in those two months. 
Of the manufacturing class $24,910,350 
out of about $98,200,000 in the whole 
year were in those two months, and of 
the trading cla?s $12,831,880 out of 
about $108,500,000 in the whole year. 

The year cioses with an epidemic of 
failures, mainly at the west and in bank, 
loan and trust companies, or concerns 
dependent upon them. The action of 
the clearing houses in various places in- 
ikhiates no want of confidence and several 
banks which have failed will bo enabled 
to pay in full, but the disclosures of un- 
soundness in a few widely known insti- 
tutions in the abnormal state of popular 
feeling after an excited contest on mone- 
tary issues, lias caused distrust and sus- 
picion, where it is frequently undesired. 
There lias been no monetary pressure! to 
cause trouble, nor have imported West- 
ern products declined in value. There 
has evidently been too liberal assistance 
given by some fiduciary concerns to 
speculative operations. No drain on 
Eastern funds has resulted since the 
lirst alarm at two large failures and the 
money then sent has all returned. Fail- 
ures often grow more frequent as annual 
settlements approach. In none of the 
industries has there been activity dur- 
ing the past week. 

Holiday dullness has been intensified 
by the failures and the efforts of great 
combinations to make new arrange- 
ments. With iron, coke, wool, cotton 
and hides all somewhat lower, there is 
almost universal confidence that busi- 
ness will soon become larger and safer 
than before for a long time. 

Shipments of boots and shoes by 
months for five years, show a degree of 
steadiness which scarcely any other in- 
dustry lias attained, though in December 
and the year the movement was smaller 
than last year. Wool sales decreased 
24 per cent, in the first four months and 
were smaller than for five years. Wheat 
has risen to the highest point 
since June 1892, because Western re- 
ceipts have been but 13,280,000 bushels, 
against 22,000,307 last year. The At- 
lantic exports, flour included, have been 
in live weeks 9,900,000 bushels, against 
10,113,249 last year. The exports from 
New York in December were livo per 
cent, larger, and imports twelve per 
cent, smaller than last year.

• deserve great credit. 



THE MERCHANT 1IAKINE. 

An Extended Cruise for the "Quadra"— The 
Steamer " Barbara Boscowltz" 
Returns. 

Leaving port on Monday morning 
next, the Dominion steamer Quadra 
goes Xortli on a cruise of probably three 
weeks' duration. It is only a few days 
since the Quadra went out of commis- 
sion, and she is now being called ingo 
service in consequence of special orders 
from Ottawa despatching her in quest of 
some of the smugglers and violaters of 
the fishing regulations, who are report- 
ed to be carrying on Iftgh-handed busi- 
ness in northern waters. She will go as 
far north as Hecate strait, and may possi- 
bly ba longer away than the three weeks 
counted upon. 

AWAITING GRAIN CAIUlOES. 

Unless there is an unexpected and un- 
paralleled demand for sailing tonnage in 
some other quarter of the globe, for 
which it will pay vessela to leave the 
Northwest in ballast, it is altogether 
probable, says the Oregonian, that when 
next season's wheat crop begins to move, 
it will find a good-sized fleet of vessels 
waiting for it. There are at the present 
time, nineteen disengaged grain vessels 
on the Columbia river and at Puget 
Sound ports. These vessels are the fin- 
est of their class, not a lumber carrier 
or a wooden vessel being included in 
the list. 

MARINE NOTES, 

The steamer Barbara Iioscowitz, just 
down from the North, reports having 
had a very stormy passage. She brought 
as passengers Miss Watson, Geo. Cun- 
ningham, W. Oppenhoff, O. Garrish, 
Victor Hinkermann, MisB Dolly, Miss 
Charleton and Mrs. S. A. Spencer. The 
steamer leaves for the north again on 
Monday evening. 

The Canadian-Australian royal mail 
steamship Aorangi is almost finished, 
says a San Francisco dispatch, and will 
sail from London and Plymouth on 
March 17, when she will carry passen- 
gers in an aroimd-the-world trip in 115 
days. The Aorangi is expected to reach 
Vancouver about June 10. 

In going to sea on Wednesday night 
the schooner Sapphire grounded and was 
held fast for a short time.

Vancouver, Dee. 31.— (Special)— That 
Vancouver's trade is growing and that, 
even in spite of the depression that 
spread over tho continent last year, is 
shown by the extent of trade aB shown 
by tho record of imports and exports, 
which are very appreciably larger than 
in 1896. Consequently a brighter 
feeling exists, and the volume 
of business done during the holi- 
day season proves that people not 
only have more money to spend than a 
year ago, but they look forward to tho 
future with a hope that the " hard 
timeB will come again no more." 

Taking the figures as given by the cus- 
toms, the export for the whole year are 
$1,044,347, as compared with !f8!i7,0;>5 in 
lSOo. By months the figures for 1890 are: 
January, value, $-17,735; February, $59,- 
140; March. $174, ISO; April, $38,112; 
May, $90,180; June, $08,485; July, $91,- 
329 ; August, $94,487 ; September, $88,- 
000 ; October, $81,358 ; November, $134,- 
513; Decembor, $75,850. Total, $1,044,- 
347. 

The imports for the vear 1800 wore by 
quarters: January, February and March, 
$381,079 ; April, May and June, $358,570 ; 
July, August and September, $-117,788; 
October, November and December, $393,- 
584. Total, $1,551,030. 

The duty collected, as shown by the 
following is greater than last year, when 
the collections were $301,487.80: Janu- 
ary, February, March, $73,788.00; April, 
May, June, $83,727.70; July, Auuust, 
September, $83, 100. OS; October, Novem- 
ber and December, $89,545.45; Total, 
$330,271.25. 

During 1S0G the births in Vancouver 
were 308 ; deaths, 239; and marriages, 
150. 

Vancouver had a smaller lire loss than 
last year, though the losa haB not been 
estimated yet. The officials are either 
rushed with work or eielt with grippe, 
and though tho Colonist representative 
went to each place four or five times, he 
was positively refused accurate returns 
until next week.

British Columbians a few years ago 
looked back with regret to the days 
when "Golden Cariboo" was pouring 
its oie into the treasuries of the world, 
two or three millions a year of precious 
metal ; and wondered if the good old 
times would ever return and this pro- 
vince regain her place among the great 
mining countries of the world. To-day 
British Columbia is attracting attention 
the world over, for her marvellous min- 
ing development which, as Hon. Mr. 
Davies, minister of marine and fisheries, 
happily put it the other day, " is like a 
chapter out of the Arabian Nights." 
From the early "eighties" the pro- 
vincial output of gold and silver gradu 



I come to the front, and another year will 
j see some big outputs from these places 
d to keep the mainland interior Company. 
Some very large Bales have been made 
during 189(1, among which as instances 
may be mentioned the sale of a two- 
thirds interest in the Ruth mine at San- 
don for $1)06,000 to Mr. H. N. Foster, an 
English capitalist; the Rale of the enter- 
prise group in West Kootenay, east of 
Slocan lake in the granite area, tor $300,- 
000; and Mr. S. S. Bailey's sale of the 
Payne group for $80,500. 

A part of the coast that has in the last 
few months made wonderful progress is 
Shoal bay, Thurlow island, 220 miles 
north of Victoria between Vancouver 
island and the Mainland, and Phillip's 
Arm, just opposite on the adjoining 
Mainland.

It is particularly grati- 
fving too to fee that, more attention 
lias been paid to the Coast in 1800 than 
ever before, and as the prospector wan- 
ders further afield the mineral regions 
still continue to grow in extent, until it 
seems as if the whole province is one 
huge mineral country. 

It is satisfactory to know that Cariboo 
during the vea'r just ended has, in placer 
gold, yielded $110,000 in excess of 1895. 
The Slocan country output will show an 
enormous increase over the preceding 
year, and that district never looked as 
well as it does at present, with no fewer 
than 35 shipping mines. The mining 
urea in that part of Kootenay Ikib greatly 
increased, especially up Springer and 
Lemon creeks and at the head of Koka

GOOD ORDER PREVAILED. 

Statistics of the Police Department Show 
a Gratifying Absence of Serious 
Crime. 

The records of the police department 
for 1800, like those of 1895, show Vic- 
toria to be at the head of the orderly, 
law-abiding cities of America, the mis- 
demeanors infinitely outnumbering the 
eases ot crime, and serious offences of 
any kind being few and far between. 
Once again a decrease of crime ia noted 
i during the year, the number of cases of 
ice creek in the southern part of the [ e i ony being mnch smaller than in any 
dociin. Then to the east ot Kootenay 



lake, on Crawford and Hooker creeks,

The Rossland and Trail countries have 
attracted a very large share of the atten- 
tion of mining men, the phenomenal 
growth of Rossland showing how people 
are Hocking to the mining regions. 

East Kootenay, though not yet draw- 
ing so much attention as its companion 
district, bids fair to rival it in a few 
years, and it may be mentioned that the 
North Star, one of the larger silver lead 
mines, has shipped .'{,000 tons of ore this 
season, and has a further large amount 
of ore in sight.

The Southwesterly Districts of Van- 
couver Island in Line as 
Gold Producers. 



While up to a few months ago the 
Kootenay mining district monopolized 
the attention of outside capitalists, it 
has gradually become better known that 
here op. Vancouver Island there is min- 
eral wealth that with the same amount 
of development will before long cause an 
inrush of investors. It was uphill work 
for several years for Kootenay to gain its 
just recognition, and it was not so long 
ago that the statement that Ivootenay's 
output would reach five or ten millions 
a year, was actually laughed at. Xow 
people no longer sneer, for the millions 
are mounting up by leaps and bounds 
with the impetus of judiciously invested 
capital. Just eo will it be with Alberni. 
Prospects and mines have been opened 
out, development has resulted from tlie 
constant intlux of prospectors, new min- 
eral nreiiB are being discovered, and 
Alberni is to-day just in the position 
that Kootenay was when it forced the 
attention of the world towards it. Take 
for example the Alberni Consolidated 
mine, on Mineral Hill. Money now 
baa been spent in opening it up proper- 
ly, with the result that the vein has 
been proved to be a large and a rich one, 
a three-stamp mill has been erected on 
Mineral creek, and a road two miles 
long has been built connecting the mine 
with the mill. A trial test of -100 pounds 
of the Consolidated ore put through 11 
week ago gave $18 in free gold, besides 
the eulphurets, which bring the value 
of the ore up to $100 a ton. Mineral 
Creek is connected with the town of. 
Alberni on eea water by a fine wagon 
road, so that communication for 
shipping ia excellent. A couple 
of new hotels have been erected at 
Mineral Creek to accommodate the con- 
stantly increasing demand, for where 
there were only a few scattered pros- 
pectors a year ago there are now over 
two hundred men working 011 Mineral, 
China and Granite creeks and in the 
vicinity. At Alberni the little town has 
made a sudden start, for twenty-five 
new buildings were erected there during 
the year, and what is known as the 
"New Townsite" hag been made a 
customs port of entry. The develop- 
ment of the quartz mines on Mineral 
Hill has been very marked, and a large 
number of claims have obtained crown 
grants in the year just closed. The Quadra 
group on Mineral Hill has considerable 
development work going on. The Missing 
Link and Champion have' the same rich 
vein as the Alberni and showing even 
wider on the surface. The Mountain 
Rose belonging to Vancouver people is 
having a hundred foot tunnel driven, and 
the Mineral Bill Co., whose property 
lies north of the Missing Link and Cham- 
pion will be shipping in the spring. The 
Adelaide and Jack Taylor, belonging to 
George Brown of Alberni. are showing 
up well as work opens up the vein and 
the Minerva Casad and Happy Day be- 
longing to the Pacific Mining Co., are 
among some of the notable properties 
that are being worked on Mineral Hill. 
The Ace of Spades and Last Dollar be- 
longing to E. J. .Saunders and associates 
have obtained crown grants and the 
Minnesota group is having work done. 
All these and many more claims on 
Mineral Hill might be mentioned as 
showing what an extensive list of claims 
ire really having work done upon them. 

Just across Mineral Hill to the south 
of Mineral creek is Douglas mountain, 
where not many months ago the Kegina 
group was staked out, that have proved 
with work to be extremely rich with a 
huge body of ore running in copper, silver, 
gold and lead ; and there are other claims 
since discovered in the surrounding dis- 
trict that will before long make a long 
list of ore producers. What is needed 
now iB capital, for there are many claims 
rich in themselves that cannot be de- 
veloped because the owners have not 
the means to improve them. Money is 
needed to open up quartz claims, and 
without capital Rossland itself would 
never have risen to the enviable position 
it holds in tho mining world to-Jay. 

On China creek, which joins Mineral 
creek, is tho Duke of York hydraulic 
claim, on which many thousands of dol- 
lars have been expended putting in a 
perfect hydraulicing plant, with 
buildings, shops and all complete. The 
works are in full operation, and though 
the company had many drawbacks, ow- 
ing to forest fires in the sum mer,_ every- 
thing is now in good shape again and 
when the spring clean-up is made the 
returns will show that the enterprising 
men wdio put their money into the ven- 
turo were wise in their generation. 
The Cataract claim is also on China 
creek, and forest fires put its proprietors 
back far worse than the owners of the 
Duke of York, but it is expected oper- 
ations will be resumed in the spring, 

On Granite creek, a few miles further 
down the Alberni canal, are a number of 
splendid properties, including the Em- 
ma, Hanna and Starlight claims, the 
Islander and others, while some thirty 
miles or so below Alberni, a short dis- 
tance from the mouth of the Sarita 
river, are the Sarita mines. Here, there 
ib nn immense copper and iron deposit 
running in gold. Extensive development 
operations are in progress, and so highly 
satisfactory have they turned out that 
there is a very strong probability of a 
syndicate of capitalists erecting aemelter 
on the spot to treat the ore. Negoti- 
ations are understood to be in progress 
at present to this end. 
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Iijinicii.se Ore Bodies of the Slocan 
MaKing Huge Fortunes for 
Their Owners. 



Demand by Capitalists Has Made a 
Beady Market lor Developed 
Mining Proucrties. 

(Compiled from the Mining accord.) 

Any attempt to enumerate ovtm tlio 
main features of the year's progress in 
tlio Slocan must necessarily be incom- 
plete with the short space at my disposal. 
'The known mineralized region is becom- 
ing so oxtonsivo in urea and the oro char- 
acters met with so varied, that a volume 
would hardly suflice to doicribo adequate- 
ly all that has gone on during the pi>3t 
year, and is still going on. When so 
much outside capital ia llowing into Ross- 
land wo may surely be excused if a slight 
feeling of jealousy occasionally assorts it- 
self hero. Without wishing to underes- 
timate the value of that camp or relegate 
it once more into tlio background, it is 
well to remember that the net value of 
Slocan ores is a long way ahead of that 
from the more famous Trail Creek dis- 
dislriet, and whatever advancement Ivoss- 
land may have mado during the year, the 
Slocan also has certainly shown great 
strides in its production. 

The advent of the iron horse into San- 
don and vicinity has worked wonders in 
that camp, and made it possible to ship 
oro by means of competing railways at a 
minimum cost. There seems to be liter- 
ally no end to the marvellous wealth of 
this section; rogions previously regarded 
as unproductive, now contribute their 
quota towards the increasing output, and 
now camps are springing up in every 
direction. 

Tne name Sandon brings forcibly to 
our minds that now magic expression Slo- 
can Star. During the year tlio reputa- 
tion of this, the Slocan's greatest mine, 
has not only not suffered but become 
greatly enhanced. 1 1 still stands pre-em- 
inent among the mines of the province, 
and during the year, notwithstanding ex- 
tensive outlay on improved concentrating 
plant, it has managed to pay the magni- 
iicent sum of £200,000 in dividends up 
to the present, with a prospective £00, • 
000 moro beforo the year closes. The 
large contract entered into with the Om- 
aha smelting people has been satisfactor- 
ily discharged and 12,000 tons of Star ore 
lias found its way to their establishment 
during the past twelve months. '1 he con- 
centrator, naturally the best equipped in 
the Slocan, has been working uninter- 
ruptedly on nearly two hundred tons of 
ore a day, and is giving complete satisfac- 
tion. As about one hundred men hud 
employment in connection with the work- 
ing of this property, its importance to 
l he community can be readily estimated. 
The controlling interest in the Ruth, an- 
other great mine, which it is thought may 
in time become a formidable competitor 
with the Star itself in the race for chief 
honors in tlio district, has recently passed 
into the hands of an Enjilish syndicate on 
a $250,000 cash basis. Six feet of ship- 
ping ore is exposed in mora than one 
place in tha mine, and everything consid- 
ered, tlio price was by no means exorbi- 
tant. The Wonderful, most properly 
and appropriately named, has surprised 
everybody by the remarkable persistency 
which the company operating it have dis- 
played in its development, and the regu- 
larity of its output. 

Just noting in passing the wonderful 
strides in production made by the White- 
water during the last few months, wo will 
take a glance at Cody, a town which has 
sprung into existence with remarkable ra- 
pidity. Close at hand lie those recently 
stocked mines, the Ileco and Noble Five. 
The owners of the Reco claim to possess 
the richest oro in the Slocan, and a re- 
cent shipment would certainly bear out 
that statement. During the late election 
in the United States bo much was heard 
ah nit the necessity for closing the silver 
mines of the Slocan, especially if McKin- 
!ey wore elected, that it, might not be 
out of place to state that earlier in the 
year, with silver at . r >!> cents, the Good- 
enough, a claim adjoining the Reco, was 
enabled to make a profit of $624 per ton 
on one of its shipments. This is pretty 
conclusive evidence to all right thinking 
people that the Slocan can easily survive 
a number of presidential elections, what- 
ever the result. The iN'oble Five and 
Reco will each soon possess efficient con- 
centrators and tramways, and then we 
may reasonably look forward to largely 
increased outputs from them both. 

The extension of the railway system to 
Sandon and Cody has left Three Forks in 
a sonfbwhat secondary position, but the 
importance of the mines surrounding it is 
hut vaguely understood by the outside 
world, and almost, always under-estima- 
ted. Among the many rich mines in the 
neighborhood, the Idaho and Alamo, 
worked conjointly, are conspicuous by 
the certainty with which they periodically 
declare dividends, One of §18,000 was 
recently divided among the shareholders, 
bringing the total so far up to §50, 000. 
The concentrator, owned by the Slocan 
Milling Company and worked in connec- 
tion with these mines, was the pioneer in 
tho Slocan in that direction, and the suc- 
cess nttonding its operation is made abun- 
dantly evident by tho number of mine 
owners who now intend to benefit by the 
experience gained in its adoption. 

At New Denver, somewhat facetiously 
...lied tho metropolis <if tho Slocan, wo 
find greater activity displayed than over 
before. On account of its situation aBthe 
most central point in tho district, the 
government records n-e kept- there, and 
it necessarily commands a largo share of 
the business which is transacted in con- 
nection with the surrounding mines. The 
Mountain Chief has again taken its place 
in tho list of shippers, and very little is 
required to place tho California in the 
same enviable position. Rut tho greatest 
advance has been made in the opening up 
of now regions down tho lake, which 
threaten to rival, and may even somo day 
ellipse the older established camps from 
which so much wealth is now being ob- 
tained. On Four-Mile, tho Alpha, which 
has Bbipped over a thousand tons of ore, 



still remains idle, apparently for private 
reasons, but numbers of other properties 
have been acquired or bonded by com- 
panies who incend to operate and prove 
them during the winter. Tho Thompson 
group, now so well known, is producing 
ore from a small streak which assays ovor 
400 ounces, and a few weeks work on the 
part of the company has proved an ore 
value estimated at over half tho bonding 
price, or more than §20,000.. Among tho , 
lino looking properties on this creok now 
in course of development, mention might 
bo made of the Silvortou Buy. Vancou- 
ver, Fisher Maiden, Thompson and Mount 
Mabel groups. What has already been 
dono on tlio Galena Farm is known to all 
and nood not be hero repoatod. 

On Eight Mile, further down the lake, 
we apparently leavo tho silvor holt and 
turn our attention for a while to it3 more 
valuable neighbor, gold. Work is being 
conducted on the Willa by Rossland par- 
ties, with vory satisfactory results. Tho 
ore body is immense and consists of a 
mixture of quartz with massive iron and 
copper pyrites, carrying u fow dollars in 
gold. Tho ore is improving with depth 
and behaves very much like that from 
Rossland, although the characteristic 
pyrrhotite of the latter is hero wanting. 
Tho Littlo Daisy, another Right Mile 
property, recently made a small shipment 
which gave returns of considerably over 
a hundred dollars to the ton, principally 
free gold. 

Ten Mile, the creek first brought into 
prominence by the systematic exploita- 
tion and development done on tho Enter- 
prise, has probably advanced further dur- 
ing tlio season than any other section of 
the lake country. A magnificent wagon 
road follows tho crook fur a distance of 
nearly nine mile3, and the mines tribu- 
tary to it will now bo able to ship their 
ore with corresponding easo and facility 
Preparations are now being made to ship 
continuously from the Enterprise, and it 
is estimated that nearly a thousand tons 
of high grado oro will le;\vo tho mine this 
winter. The Bondholder and Neepawa 
will also each furnish work at the smel- 
ter before very long. Although tho main 
value lies in the silver which they carry, 
tho ores exhibit a most diversilied char- 
actor, some containing much galena and 
zinc blende (the latter usually argentifer- 
ous), others again being composed mainly 
of dry oro carrying the silver in tho form 
of uncombined miluhide and in tho native 
stato. 

Across the divido wo enter the Spring- 
er Creok district, and in this connection 
it would bo timoly to refrr to tho exis- 
tence of two thriving towns at the lower 
end of Slocan lake, namely, Slocan City 
and Brandon — two well built-up towns 
situated about half a mile apart. 

The Two Friends, a name now familiar 
to all mining men, produces ore resemb- 
ling very closely that from the Enter- 
prise. Shipments so far have given re- 
turns averaging 300 o-zs. to tho ton and it 
is publicly anuounced by the company 
that some 000 tons of ore will probably 
be shipped-from tho mine this winter. 
Although thero is no gold found on Ten- 
Mile creok almost all the ores hero en- 
countered carry gold in varying quanti- 
ties, and in some of them it forms the 
main value. The Ottawa, Tamarac, Ex- 
change, Howard, Fraction and Crusader 
arc only a few of tho claims of great 
promise in this region, and noxt yenr 
should su-pass oven the present busy sea- 
son in development done and results ob- 
tained Prospect in» was continued as- 
siduously down the Slocan river beyond 
Lemon creok, but with only indifferent 
success, and it is now generally conceded 
that tho limit of the ore belt has been 
reached in that direction. Valuable finds 
are however reported all tho way across 
to Kootenay Lake, and free gold proposi- 
tions of wonderful richness are here 
found. 

Tho Slocan Lake district has at last ob- 
tained that for which it has been crying 
aloud for many months and oven years, 
i.e., a sufficiency of capital to develop and 
prove its worth as a mineral region. The 
number of moneyed men who have either 
visited tho district themselves or sent re- 
presentatives is almost phenomenal and 
now is undoubtedly tlio most critical time 
in its history. Should these preliminary 
investments prove successful the country 
must inev ; tably go ahead by leaps and 
bounds. At any rate tho confidence of 
tho people here is such that they are 
ready to stand or fall by tho results of tho 
development which the most important 
claims are now undergoing. 

Transportation facilities, although none 
too good, have advanced materially dur- 
ing tho year, and good wagon roads and 
trails now render travelling in tho moun- 

I tains comparatively easy ; but 1 think 
the great saving in this direction in tho 
futuro lios in the introduction of some 

i form <>f gravity tramway, certainly for 
those mines whose output, is at all consid- 
erable. Several mines in the district 
have already adopted this plan, and it is 
undoubtedly far ahead of the more prim- 
itive methods employed elsewhere. 

The beginning of 1896 saw the establish- 
ment of the/Hall Mines smelter at Nelson. 
This consisted of a single water jacket fur- 
nace with a capacityof R tons a day. Tho 
ore was brought down from tho Silver 
King mine, -1,800 feet above, by a wire 
tramway. This mode of transport did 
not work well at first, but after somo 
time its defects were detected and rem- 
edied, and since then it has been easily 
able to keep tho funiaco going. Tho 
plant has worked so well that during the 
period it has been running it has treated 
considerably moro than tho 100 ton^ a 
day it was designed tor. Stoppages for 
repairs have boen necessitated from time 
to time, also during tho period of instal- 
ling new air compressing and other 
machinery at the mine. Up to Pith 
November tho smoltor has treated 25,009 
tons of ore, producing 2,13Ltons of cop- 
per matto. Tito company is now orect- 
ing, another furnace with a capacity of 
200 tons a day, as v. oil as reverberatory 
furnaces and other adjuncts-. In addition 
to tho oro from its own mino, other oro, 
especially that from Trail Creek, will be 
purchased. 

While tho establishment of tho Nelson 
smelter has been so successful, bad luck 
has attended tho ono at Pilot Ray. This 
was started in 1894 by a strong Ameri- 
can company which also owned tho 
famous Bluo Roll mine. Aftur running 
for moro thanayeart ho works, both at mine 
and mill, wero closed down, with no im- 
mediate prospect of their being re-opened. 
Thero is no routo.i that the country's rep- 



utation should sutler from tho stoppago 
of these works. 

A marked feature of 1S90 has been the 
ready market for mining property. Not 
only have shares in companies been 
largely subscribed for by the public, but 
everyone who owned a prospect or a mino, 
or any other intermediate development, 
had no diiiiculty in finding a purchaser, 
provided that ho was content to accept tt 
price commensurate with tho real value 
of the property. 

important ilea's have taken place, in- 
dicating tho willingness of capitalists to 
purchase Kootonay properties. The 
country has been full of mining engineers 
and financiers of tho highest reputation, 
sent out by capitalists to inspect the dis- 
trict. Most of them wuro on tho lookout 
for established • mines in full working 
order, and so far Kootonay has not had 
many of thc3o to offer. , The clas3 of 
people represented by theso engineers 
will not buy a prospoet or a small affair 
costing one or two hundrod thousand 
dollars. They want big things and are 
willing to pay millions for thorn. Unfor- 
tunately many of these heralds of capital 
had btrict orders to purchaso gold prop- 
erties only, and much as they would 
have liked to make purchases in tho Slo- 
can they wero unable to do so. 

Looking back over the year, those who 
have pinned their faith on Kootonay have 
no reason' to be dissatisfied. Tho time 
has indeed come when its advantages and 
capabilities have become known inr and 
wide, and thero has been in consequence 
a large in Mux of capital to reward the 
toilers for their patience. The future 
looks brighter still. Tho older and well 
known halds aro daily attracting more 
and moro attention, and new finds of 
rich mineral in various directions prove 
that tho wealth of Kootonay is spread 
over an enormous area. iter rugged 
mountains and dense forests render pros- 
pecting a most difficult task. Only here 
and I here, where avalanches or torrents 
have laid baro the naked rock, or 
where some bold bluff pushes its way 
through the covering of dehris and bush 
can tho prospector hope to find his search 
rewarded. While not half the country 
has been prospected at all, there aro still 
thousands of square miles over which 
men pass every day, hiding their trea- 
sures beneath a deep covering; It is only 
reasonable to suppose that there may be 
mineral lying hidden in tho covered por- 
tions of the country as well as in thoso 
comparatively small parts whore the bed 
rock is exposed. 

Tho new finds thai havo attracted 
numbers of men curing 1890 aro on tho 
North Fork of tho Salmon River, the 
southeast littoral of Slocan Lake, Craw- 
ford Creek, White Grouse Mountains 
and lastly Kokaneo Mountain. It will 
bo a groit surprise if these camps do not, 
somo of them, if not all, rival cheir elder 
neighbors next year.

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TRAIL CHEEK GOLD. 



A Magnet Now Attracting the 
Wealth of the World to 
Rossland. 



No Limit to the Estimate of Posssi- 
bilities Following- Active 
Development. 



Rossland has attracted during 189G 
the attention of the people of two con- 
tinents who to,ke interest in mines or 
mining investments. The gold in its 
ores has given it the pre-eminence; the 
yellow metal thus again displaying its 
superior powers of fascination, in com- 
petition with the larger and probably 
more remunerative silver deposits ot 
tho Slocan— the neighboring mining re- 
gion to that of Trail Creek, of which the 
tpwn of Rossland is the business centre. 
An unpretentious capital the town is at 
present, but having acquired within two 
years a population of about six thousand, 
it its diflieult to place a limit on any es- 
timate of the likely growth during the 
next few years. Rossland has been 
isolated from the world, access hitherto 
having been possible only by roundabout 
routes depending upon precarious unci 
inconvenient Water connections; but 
all tins has been changed by the 
entry of the lied Mountain railway, 
whose regular train service commenced 
less than two weeks ago. This well- 
equipped standard-gauge road gives 
direct and speedy connection with the 

nited States transcontinental sys- 
tems at Spokane. Within a 
time the shortest that railway construc- 
tion enterprise will permit — for tho Ca- 
nadian public now demand the road in 
a manner that will take no refusal — 
vossland will be placed upon the main 
lino of the Canadian Pacific transconti- 
nental system by the construction of the 
Crows' Nest Pass line. The pioneer rail- 
way into Rossland was the Columbia ;t 
Western company's narrow gauge road 
to Trail, but while this enterprise anil 
the smelter for which it has been a feeder 
have laid the foundation' of Rossland's 
greatness, its usefulness has been 
limited for want of outside con- 
nections ; now, however, the com- 
pany havo let a contract for 
the construction of another section of 
the Columbia it Western, this to be 
broad-guage, and extending northerly 
from Trail to Robson, the present trans- 
fer point in steamer navigation on tho 
Canadian route, and the terminus of one 
of the O. P. R. branches into the Slocan. 
The reader who compares tho means of 
communication of 1890 with the outlook 
in that respect for 1897, may form some 
idea of the development in store for the 
whole Trail Creek district. 

For want of shipping facilities the out- 
put of ore from Rossland during 1890 
was small, but there were fourteen pro- 
perties actually shipping, and while 
these will from this on be in a position 
to work actively the number of shipping 
properties is bound to rapidly increase, 
as the claims in various stages of devel- 
opment are Bimply legion. Then many 
additional smelters wiil be a necessity, 
and the probable location of these has of 
late been one of the most interesting 
subjects of discussion. It has lately 
been announced that one of these pro- 
posed enterprises, in which the War 
Kagle company is concerned, is to be es- 
tablished forthwith at Northport, on the 
U.S. side of the boundary line and some 
fourteen nvles distant from Rossland by 
the Red Mountain railway. There is a 
general feeling in favor of the encourage- 
ment of smelter construction in the 
vicinity of Rossland, in order to make it 
possible to profitably treat a great 
body of low grade ore that will 
not stand long distance transportation 
charges, as well as to keep within the 
camp the vast amount of money that 
must be expended in the treatment of 
the ore. 

The pioneer smelter of this district 
is located at the town of Trail, on the 
Columbia river, about seven miles dis- 
tant from Rossland by the wagon road 
but twice the distance following ttie cir- 
cuitous route taken by the railway to 
find a possible grade. This smelter was 
built by the British Columbia Smelting 
it Refining Co., whose president is Mr. 
F. A. Heinze, a gentleman of successful 
experience in the ownership and man- 
agement of a similar enterprise at Butte, 
Montana. It has been in operation since 
February last, treating mainly the ores 
from the Le Roi, War Kagle, Iron Mask, 
and Crown Point, with which contracts 
have been made. What a smelter means 
to a community may be estimated from 
the fact that this ono with its hitherto 
limited development has given em- 
ployment to from 175 to 200 men. A 
great ileal of the Trail Creek ore, both 
before and since tho opening of tho 
smelter at Trail, has been shipped into 
the United States for treatment, at the 
smelters at Tacoma and Everett, Wash- 
ington, and at Great Falls, West Helena 
and Butte, in Montana. The cost of 
freight and treatment has been about 
from $10 to $M per ton. when 95 per 
cent, of the assay value of the gold and 
silver is paid for and 1.3 is deducted 
from the percentage of copper present. 
The ores about Rossland with the excep- 
tional free milling gold quart/, of the 
0. K. mine, aro thus divided and 
described by Mr. A. Carlylo, tho Pro- 
vincial Mineralogist of British Colum- 
bia. 

" (a) Those large deposits of coarse 
grained, massive pyrrhitito, locally 
known as tho iron ore; in which very 
little or no value in gold is carried. 

" (b) The oro found in many claims 
on the south belt, as tho Lily 
May, Homestake, Mayflower, Cur- 
lew, Gopher, R. 10. Lee, etc., 
in which tho sulphides are not 
pyrrhotite but iron pyrites and mar- 
easito (white iron), with in some of 
these mines much arsenopyrite and also 
zino blende and even galena, in which 
case the silvor value exceeds the gold, 
and the percentage of copper is very 
small or nothing. 

"(c) Tho typical 010 of tho camp as 
sold by tho Le Roi, War Eagle, Iron 
Mask or Josio, is divided into first-class 
and second-class. The first-class con- 
sists of nearly massive finegrained pyrr- 
hotite and copper pyrites, sometimes 
with a little magnetite or mispickel, 
with more or less quartz and ealcite. In 
this class of oro, as got from tho lowest 
workings of the Le Roi, the amount of 
quartz is much higher, the smelter re- 
turns giving U to 52v8 percent. silica and 



20.0 to 20.S per cent. FeO., but- this is 
proving the best ore in the mine; the 
average smelter returns were on 1,200 
tons, 2.0 oz. of gold, 1.8 oz. of silver and 
2.5 per cent, of copper, or $53.05 (not 
deducting freight and transportation) 
net per ton, while some shipments went 
ashigh as LOO oz. in gold. 

"The second class ore, and the bulk 
ot the oro of the camp shipped, will bo 
most probably of this character and 
value, is a diorito with a comparatively 
sinaij percentage of theso sulphides, but 
the valuo is still very good, 1,800 tons of 
the Le 'Roi, second clasp, yielded by, 
smelter returns an average of 1.34 oz. of 
gold, 1.4 of silver and 1.6 .per cent, 
copper, or $27.97 net, per ton. 

While tho total export of mineral from 
West Kootenay during 1890 has not 
como up to the confident predictions of 
many well-informed persons, it has 
reached the respectable total of close on 
four million dollars' worth. Contrasting 
this total with the value of any of the 
older established industries which help 
to maintain the cities of the Coast, and 
the reader will see how important it is 
that at the earliest date possi ble there 
shall be established direct communica- 
tion with tho mining countrj'. The 
completion of the Red Mountain railway 
has made it so much easier for Rossland 
to trade direct with Spokane, notwith- 
standing customs duties. The construc- 
tion of the Crow's Nest Pass line will by 
bringing Toronto and Montreal that 
much nearer make them more formid- 
able competitors against Spokane, but 
tho wholesalers of Victoria and Vancou- 
ver will reap little advantage uniess the 
projected direct line from the Coast to 
the Kootenays quickly becumes an ac- 
complished fact. 

SEALERS' SMALL Sl'CCESS. 

A Reduced Catcli Witn Small Prowpect of 
Better Luck This Year. 

Harrassed and hampered by regula- 
tions at, every hand, tho sealing industry 
has apparently fallen upon evil days. 
The catch of 1890 shows a material de- 
cline from that of the previous year, nor 
is thero an increase in prices lo counter- 
balance tho undesirable shortage. The 
forlorn hope held out by tho proposed 
combination of owners is a hope no more 
— for organization has been abandoned — 
and unless the experiment of hunting off 
the coast of California should prove ex- 
ceptionally successful, tho every-man-for- 
himself policy is not likely to prove any 
more satisfactory during 1807 than in 
tho year just closed — for which tho ofli- 
cial figures are herewith appended :

VICTORIA'S FREE LIBRARY. 

New Books Much. Needed— The Popularity 
of the Institution Continues to Grow. 

Upwards of 500 more books were is- 
sued from the Victoria free public library 
last year than during the previous 
twelvemonth, the figures being 21,702 
for 1895 and 22,:i(S0 for the year just 
closed. Of the latter number, 10, 90S 
were loaned to ladies and 11,398 to gen 
tinmen renders. The maximum number 
given out in one day was 157 and the 
average number has been 74. Three 
hundred nnd seventy-one new members 
have entered their names on the regis- 
ter. Of these 177 are ladies and 194 
gentlemen. The total number of names 
now on the register is 4,870. 

The library is not now in nearly so 
good a condition for the supplying of the 
wants of its members as it was at the 
cIobo of 1895. In that year 716 new 
books were received ; in this vear only 
177 new hooks have been- added, while 
at least 200 volumes have of necessity 
been put away, being so worn and torn 
from long-continued use 'of many years 
as to be no longer serviceable. The total 
number of volumes now in the library ia 
something less than eight thousand.

Developing aud equipping of mines in 
Cariboo has proceeded up till cold 
weather has precluded further opera- 
tions this BeaSou. Notable exploitation 
baa taken place this year throughout 
the district, and while the output of sold 
bus not, probably, exceeded greatly that 
of recent years, it is a fact that the min- 
ing interests have been put on a firmer 
basis and promoters are more confident 
than they have heretofore been. In ad- 
dition to the regular Cariboo output of 
gold, the big "Cariboo" mine, on South 
Fork of the Quesnelle, lias turned out ils 
addition of about $130,000, anil a promise 
of double next year has caused a great 
deal of attention to bo attracted to the 
Quesnelle river. Of other big concerns 
now being equipped the Seymore-Baker, 
at the mouth of tho Cottonwood, prom- 
ises well. A ditch to carry 5,000 miner's 
inches has been constructed, and two 
tunnels, of 1,300 and 200 feet respective- 
ly, through eteep Bpura, are being cut 
this winter, through which to carry tho 
water flumes to the pits. It. is expected 
the mine will be in operation about the 
middle of next summer. 

The work of building the plant on the 
Cariboo Gold Field-i Concessions at Bar- 
kervilie has been vigorously pushed all 
summer, and as cold weather comes on 
the huge pipe" are being forwarded un- 
der contract from A: uoroft by S. Ting- 
ley. It will cost at leant $-10,000 to lay 
the pipe down at Larktrvillo from Ash- 
croft, and a good part of the summer 
next year will be encroached upon be- 
fore the pipe is in Hue. 

On Cunningham creek a new hydrau- 
lic mine has been- exploited by Chicago 
people and a test rim this fall caused tlio 
mine to change hands. Fry & Johnson, 
of Quesnelle, handled the deal. The 
agent from Chicago was well pleased 
with the operations at tho mine this 
fall. 

A good deal of prospecting throughout 
Cariboo has been done the past season, 
and some attention has been turned to 
quartz. The government concentrator 
has been stamping for some months, and 
tho Island Mountain mill lias been reno- 
vated -and set to work this full. Some 
very rich quartz hae been discovered in 
the Little Snow Shoe region, bat, as a 
rule, prospectors are not looking for 
quartz 'in Cariboo. The ledges now be- 
ing exploited are of decided merit, aa 
eatnoles show. 

Several minor discoveries of placer in 
the Barkerville region of exceedingly 
rich deposits have proved that rich re- 
wards are still to be gathered by the 
patient seekers, who, apparently, never 
tire in the search for gold. 

Omineca, also in the far Northern sec- 
tion of the province, claims renewed at- 
tention, work having been carried on 
extensively during the past two seasons 
on alluvial ground operated ami aband- 
oned more than twenty years ago. The 
expense of getting in Eupplies was the 
great obstacle then, and even yet' it is 
severely felt, for the scene of operation 
is nearly 000 miles across country from 
Ashct oft on the C.P.K., while the only 
other available approach is by Hazelton 
on the Pacific coast about 200 miles dis- 
tant. Says the Record : 

"There are at present two companies 
engaged in hydraulic mining in the 
Omineca. the Ottawa company, owned 
principally by Eastern capitalists and 
the Omineca Consolidated Hydraulic 
Mining Company, owned almost entirely 
by Victorians. In the spring of the 
present year about forty men, under the 
management of Col. Wright, were Eent 
out to begin work on the Ottawa proper- 
ties. After a long and tedious trip of 
forty days via Quesnelle and Stuart's 
Lake, they reached Manson creek. 
When they left, in the end of September, 
they had made a very credible showing. 
A ditcii nearly six miles in length is in 
course of construction. A portable saw- 
mill has already been erected, which will 
next season supply their many wants in 
that lino, and lessen the cost of the 
works considerably.. It is expected that 
in 1897 the claims will be in good work- 
ing order. 

" Last March ' Captain Black, in the 
interests ot the Omineca Prospecting 
Company, made a trip into the Omineca 
and located valuable-hydraulic claimson 
.Manson, Germansen 1 and Lost creeks. 
On his return in May, tho Omineca Con- 
solidated Hydraulic Mining Company 
purchased these properties from the 
Prospecting Company, and in August 
Captain Black again left for the Omi- 
neca, via Hazleton, with 20 men. They 
arrived early in September, and began 
work at once. Three miles of ditch was 
completed, which will bring a sufficient 
quantity of warar from Manson creek to 
work tho Evans claims on Black Jack 
gulch. These claims arc known to ho 
very rich ; prospects were made which 
averaged $2.50 per day to the man, and 
by the economical method of hydraulio- 
ing it is expected that a large amount of 
gold will lie taken from these claims at a 
very small cost.

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Increased Pack Made iuthe i'ast Sea- 
son by British Columbia 
Canneries. 



With Reviving Business Prospects It 
Is Honed that Prices Will 
Improve. 



The salmon canning industry is ono of 
immense importance to British Columbia 
and it is satisfactory to know that during 
1896* the pack was quite as largo as intho 
preceding year and decidedly larger than 
at first anticipated. The season was 
looked upon as an oil' ono on tho Fraser, 
and the estimate in tho early part of tho 
year was only some 150,000 cases for that 
river. Instead, however, tha pack there 
was more than double the estimate, 
though smaller than that of the year bo- 
fore, and prices are holding their own 
pretty much as in 1895, though for some 
reason or other tho demand from Eastern 
Canada has almost ceased temporarily. 
No doubt the general improvement in 
trade, both on this continent and in Eu- 
rope, will bring about a rise in values. 
There id a greater demand for talis in 
England, and there is likely to bo a short- 
age in tli.it size later on. A number of 
new canneries have been in operation 
during the past season, and the Windsor 
cannery, which, in 1895, was burned 
down at the opening of tho lishini.' sea- 
son, has been rebuilt, and put up a good- 
sized pack. 

The pack for Alaska, it may bo noted, 
has ineieasod about L'00,000 cases over 
the year pre\ ious, and for the whole Pa- 
cilic Coast the total pack is two and ahalf 
million cases of all classes of salmon, an 
increase of a quarter of a million for tho 
year. 

It might bo interesting to note the pro- 
gress of tho industry in British Columbia

Tho past year in Victoria witnessed 
another remarkable record for losses by lire, 
which has followed the department under 
Chief Deasy during ten years.

West lias been provided with a hose cart, 
hose, and a volunteer company of firemen 
under Captain Clayton, consisting of twenty 
residents of the locality. The lire alarm 
system now reaches out to Catherine street, 
on the west side of the city, and will be ex- 
tended in a few days, to Oak Pay Avenue 
011 the east side. Oakland is provided with 
a lire hall and volunteer company under 
Captain X. Sabin. At the Jubilee Hospital 
appliances and hydrants have been placed 
to protect the neighborhood. 

The insurance companies, at their last an- 
nual meeting, were elated atthegood show- 
ing made by the lire department; but in 
order to assist the Chief in his efforts to 
uppress lires, recommended the substitu- 
ion of fully paid firemen in place of the 
.art call system at present in vogue. With 
the 'firemen scattered over the city it is 
claimed that good service cannot be ex- 
pected at the moment when men are re- 
pined. A number of improvements have 
been introduced in the lire balls, and the 
prompt work of the firemen, witli the 
modern alarm system, and chemical engine 
places Victoria in the front rank ruruin, as 
the record breaker of the Pacitic Coast. The 
statistics for the year just closed ure as 
follows :

In regard to tho Leila Coola settle- 
ment tho following extract from tho offi- 
cial report of tho government engineer, 
Mr. Hamlin, will bo of interest : 

" Tho land in the valley m generally of 
a superior quality, rich alluvial soil, for 
tho most part timbered with lino largo 
treos, cedar, spruce, Douglas tir, alder 
and soft maple. As a rule tho largo 
trees do not stand very thick, various 
kinds of tho shrub order abound, such as 
dogwood, cranberry, older, devil's club 
and others. Tho wild fruits are bluo- 
borry, thimbloberry, salmouberry, salal 
borry, service berry, raspberry, currants 
and g;oosoberry. In places large ferns 
grow very luxuriously. Tho capabilities 
of nroducing cultivated fruit are undoubt- 
edly lirst-class, apples, pears, plums, 
cherries, gooseberries, currants, raspbor 
ries and strawberries, barley, oats, wheat 
and grasses, all kinds of roots and vege- 
tables. Tho sottlera aro a fine, hardy 
race, good physique, able and willing to 
work, appear most desirous of remaining 
in tho settlement. Tho women aro 
strong and active, neat and clean about 
their dress and hub ts, also keep their 
homes in order. 

"Good improvements havo boon mado 
by tho settlers for tho time they have 
been on the land, and the many draw- 
backs with which they h»ve to contend, 
especially the want of oxen or horses. 
Everything has to bo dono with their 
hands, which is a slow method of clear- 
ing land, 1 visited many of the colonists 
and in every ease found a good log house, 
as a rule built of squared or flatted logs, 
and a tine garden, cleared and cropped 
with vegetables, varying in size from one 
to two acres. Between ;JC0 and 400 ap- 
ple trees have been planted. 

" Each clearing has a large plot of po- 
tatoes, which are very fine. Tho old po- 
tatoes, which the colonists aro still using, 
aro of a superior quality, very little 
sprouted and not shrunken. Tho tur- 
nips, parsnips, carrots, beet and cabbage, 
looked remarkably woll. In several 
places wore small patches of barley and 
oats which looked very luxuriant, also 
whore timothy grass had been sown it 
had come up well. It was a very late 
spring, therefore tho aeeda were put in 
late. 

" The climate seems very fir e. During 
my stay tho Weather was beautiful, very 
hot and exceedingly dry. Some snow 
falls in November but winter does not 
set in until th latter part of Decomber, 
spring tho beginning of April, sometimes 
earlier. The winters aro not severe al- 
though tho temperature has been 10 be- 
low zero, but as a rulo it seldom goes 
lower than 12 ab ive; that is 20 degrees 
of frost. Two or three feet of snow 
usually falls in January ; last winter 
there was an unusnal depth, about five 
feet. Sleighing generally lasts from six 
weeks to two months. From informa- 
tion received the winters are frequently 
.very open with frequent rains. It is a 
beautiful valley, and very suitable for a 
lirst-class settlement, ample room for a 
population of 2,000."

INFLUX OP SETTLERS. 

A Large Addition to the Population of Brit- 
tish Columbia Last Year. 

With regard to immieration and colon- 
ization in British Columbia in ISOti it 
may bo noted that there was a very large 
influx of people, especially from tho Uni- 
ted States and Eastern Canada into West 
Kootenay, but Liioro havo also been large 
accessions to the population in Yale, Car- 
iboo and the Coast districts as far north 
as Bentinck Arm. This was duo more 
especially to tho interest [which attaches 
to mining development, but this will re- 
sult undoubtedly, as has boon the case in 
the mining countries of the United States, 
in drawing settlers to engage in agricul- 
ture and other pursuits. 

The colonization scheme has resulted 
so satisfactorily in settling a largo num- 
ber of families at Bella Coola that pre- 
liminary negotiations aro going on for tho 
purpose of settling two colonies on lands 
in tho northern end of Vancouver Island, 
one of Danes and tho other of Norweg- 
ians. At the present timo agents of tho 
expected colonists arp making an exam- 
ination of tho district. They represent a 
number of persons now settled in the 
United States who desire to emigrate to 
British Columbia. < >no of thoso colonies 
will, in addition to farming, engage in

Creameries Increase in Number and 
Mixed Farming: Makes Mate- 
rial Advancement. 



Where agricultural conditions difl'or as 
they do in such a largo mid varied area 
as the province of British Columbia, it is 
somewhat difficult to make a general 
statement that will embrace all the dis- 
tricts. On the whole, however, the 
farmers of British Columbia have reason 
for congratulation on tho results of the 
past year, and the prospects for 1897 are 
decidedly encouraging. With the in- 
crease in tho price of wheat, other grains, 
hay and feed advanced over tho preceding 
year, and the development of mining 
caused a demand for hay especially, that 
proved decidedly beneficial to Mainland 
farmers. With tho influx of population 
the demand for agricultural products be- 
comes greater, so that the impetus 
in tho mining industry is certain to prove 
of immense benelit to the tillers of tho 
soil during the coming year. 

Grain crops on tho lower Fraser were 
very heavy in lcSUO, as high as 15U bushels 
of oats to tho acre having been claimed 
on Lulu island. Damage was suffered at 
Dewdney and Nicomen island from floods, 
showing the necessity for some system- 
atic plan of dyking to protect the 
land ; private dyking was carried on at 
Chilliwack on a small scale, but it has 
been generally recognized that some largo 
scheme is necessary to ensure adequate 
protection to the rich Fraser valley lands 
subject to oveiflow. The provincial gov- 
ernment is alive to this, and Hon. Col. 
Baker, the provincial secretary, accom- 
panied to Ottawa last autumn the delega- 
tion that placed tho matter before the 
Dominion government. This resulted in 
the visit of Hon. Mr. Tarte, ministor of 
public works, with the Chief Engineer, 
Mr. Coste, who inspected the Fraser 
valley to see for themselves what means 
should be taken to prevent tho river from 
overflowing the low-lying farm lands. 

Tho farming area was largely increased 
in 1890. As lias already been said, the 
hiy crop was very good, and though 
prices in the beginning of the season were 
low, hay took a sudden jump in sympathy 
with the increased demand and tho ad- 
vance in tho price of grains and feed. 

Wheat returns were lighter than in 
18:35 in the Spallumch'een and Vernon 
districts, tho chief wheat growing centres 
of the province. Still, on well farmed 
lands the yield was well up to or above the 
average. A larger acreage of wheat will be 
put in this year, tho prices now being 
paid justifying this.. 

The prosperity of the agricultural com- 
munity of the lower portion of the pro- 
vince will be enormously increase") should 
that desirable object, tho railway to 
Southern Kootenay, be attained. This 
would give an outlet for all the crops the 
farmers could raise to supply tho mining 
districts, and would mutually assist the 
farmers and miners by ensuring a ready 
market to the husbandman a cheaper 
source of supplies to the miner. 

The root crop was up to tho average of 
former years during '%, except in some 
districts which suffered from dry weather; 
but the unexpected early frost caught the 
farmers unprepared and inflated consid 
erable loss, particularly to potatoes ; and 
tho probability is that the prices for the 
tubers will rule high in the spring in 
consequence. British Columbia was not 
alone in this misfortune, tor the neigh- 
boring states suffered even more heavily 
from tho same cause. 

A matter for general congratulation is 
the increased attention that has been 
paid to creameries, though as yet that 
industry is only in its infancy, for there 
daily goes outside of the province nearly 
§1,500 for dairy products. The 
output now, however, of British Colum- 
bia butter partially controls the price in 
tho Victoria market in the summer 
months. Tho output, however, fell oil' 
in the fall just when prices rule highest, 
showing that what is wanted now is a 
larger percentage of cows calving in tho 
fall. Farmers should turn their atten- 
tion to winter dairying, which provides 
occupation when they have the most 
leisure and when prices are better than 
in summer. Since 1894 ensilage has had 
some attention given to it, Mr. A. C. 
Wolls, one of tho most progressive farm- 
ers of Cllilliwaok, being the pioneer in 
feeding corn to his milk cows. Where 
there was only ono creamery in 189D 
there are now live in tho province, and 
with prospects of more in the near future. 

The fruit crop on the whole was ligut, 
unfavorable conditions in the spring 
being responsible for this. On the 
islands, however, and in the upper coun 
try tho fruit was up to or above the 
average. It may be noted in this con- 
nection that the fruit exhibit made by 
tho province in Spokane was so excellent 
that it was awarded a trophy and a silver 
cup, tho apples from the orchards of Mr. 
Thomas G. Earl, of Lyttons, heing par- 
ticularly noticeable. Tho exhibit in 
many varieties excelled those shown by 
Washington and Oregon people, and 
gained much favorable comment. It 
may bo mentioned, too, that excellent 
tobacco grown at Kelowna in this pro- 
vince was shown with the British Colum- 
bia exhibit. The British Columbia Fruit 
Growers' Exchange shipped a considoir 
able quantity of fruit to Manitoba and 
tho Northwest Territories, and prospects 
are good for an extension of this branch 
of industry next season, the organization 
of the exchange being improved. This 
exchango is tho result of tho co-operative 
efforts of tho various fruit growers' 
unions, and was largely brought about 
by tho Provincial Fruit Growers' Asso- 
ciation. There i8 still great room for im- 
provement in the ratos and accommoda- 
tion given by tho transportation com- 
panies, but tho experience so fur has 
proved that co-operation among tho fruit 
growors is a success. 

Tho Dominion oxporimontal farm at 
A gnash continues to do a mosb useful 
wurk, and a much larger variety of fruit 



trees has been added to it during the 
year. The provincial horticultural 
board, too, has been active in preventing 
tho importation of diseased fruit, and 
Mr. H. M. Palmer, provincial inspector 
of fruit pests, has been indefatigable in 
spreading information among the fruit 
growers and farmers to assist them in 
producing tho best varieties and in using 
up-to-date methods of packing fruit. 

A systematic attempt has been made 
by tho Department of Agriculturo to in- 
troduce fodder plants, as for instance tin; 
Australian salt bush and Austrian bronio 
grass, Mr. J. R. Anderson, the deputy 
minister of the department, having dis- 
tributed a largo quantity of seed sont 
horo by tho Department of Agriculture of 
New South "Wales, who in return asked 
for and received many specimens of Brit- 
ish Columbia oats to try, and seeds of 
native grasses. The Austrian brome 
grows well on both dry or wet lands and 
makes line hay and good pasturing, a 
field of it-on Mr. Barclay's farm at Tioat 
Lako proving that cattle preferred it to 
any other grass. The salt bush is adapt- 
ed to Alkali lauds, but tho question yet 
to bo decided is whether it will or will 
not stand frost. 

A tlax mill is being erected at West- 
minster and samples of llax grown on the 
lower Fraser show well both in fibre and 
soed. 

The Flockmasters' Association at Cow - 
ichan lias done excellent work in im- 
porting good stock and improving tho 
breed of shoe]) on the Island, and farm- 
ers in other parts of tho province are 
doing likewise. It is a surprising fact, 
however, that very little has boon done 
in hog raising in the province, though it 
is satisfactory to hope that there is talk 
of establishing a pork packing concern in 
the Okanagan, the raising of pius being 
carried on there more extensively, per- 
haps, than elsewhere in the province. 

Poultry, too, is not being raised to the 
extent desirable, but Unit drawback is 
gradually being overcome and every year 
British Columbia produces more of tho 
eggs that are consumed here than in the 
years before. 

PROPERTY VALUES STEADY. 

The Total Worth of Victoria Realty and 
Improvements is Now Twenty 
Millions of Dollars. 

Victoria pronerty values have for 
years maintained a reputation for steadi- 
ness second to that of no other city in 
the land. The twelvemonth just past 
adds to that reputation, for although 
"times" have been hard and money 
tight almost everywhere, there has 
been comparatively little fluctuation 
A very conservative estimate of the 
worth of Victoria property, prepared by 
Assessor W. W. Northcott, gives a valu- 
ation for 1896 of $20,883,880, as compared 
with $23,069,420 the year previous. By 
wards the figures for 1896 areas here- 
under:]

Finest Timber in the World 
Claims the Whole World 
as Its Market. 



By a glance at tho appended table it 
will be noticed that tho lumbering indus- 
try has made substantial progress during 
1890, a gain of 12 per cent, being shown 
in the number of ships carrying the 
wealth of British Columbia's forests to 
the markets of lhe world, and tho ton- 
nage employed in the trade having in the 



one year been increased from 7(5,310 to 
93 *94. The prospects for 1897 are nil 
favorable to a further increase during the 
year now opening, for the timber of -this 
province is now lirmly established as 
"the finest in all the world," to quote an 
influential American trade journal, and 
the natural result is the constant opening 
of new markets. At tho present timo 
experts of the Chinese government 
are examining carefully a number 
of specimen pieces of timber sent 
them from this city, and there is eond 
reason to believe that large ordors will be 
placed here for the ties required in the 
construction of railways throughout tho 
Celestial empire. Japan, Australasia, 
Europe and South Africa are also looked 
to for heavy orders, and the prospects for 
18'J" aro on the whole most encouraging. 
Of tho 86 vessels enumerated below, 
making up tho fleet of 96, 39 loaded at 
Vancouver, 23 at Moodyville, 16 at 
Chemainus, -1 at New Westminster, w at 
Maple Bay, and ono each at this city and 
Vesuvius Bay:

To Be Tapped By t lie Road to Ross 
Land— Keccnt Development 
at Kamloops. 



When the cities of the Pacific const get 
tlie much desired direct rail connection 
with Rossland, there will have been 
opened up on the route a new mining 
territory that before long may over- 
shadow even the now famous Trail Creek 
and Slocan. This territory is known as 
the Boundary country, and may roughly 
ho described us being directly noith of and 
parallel to tho international boundary 
line, on both sides of which the precious 
metals abound in quantities simply pro- 
digious. Sufficient development work 
has been dono to make it plain that only 
shipping facilities are wanted to make 
tho Boundary country an immediate pro- 
ducer, One belt in this remarkable 
country carries gold copper ore of much 
the same nutr-e aa that of Trail Greek, 
while in another belt there is found 
galena rivalling in extent and richness 
that of tho Slocan. The whole territory 
is estimated at .'100 square miles. The 
season of 1896 has witnessed the presence 
of a host of prospectois in the Boundary 
country, and the southerly belt has been 
pretty well staked, but there is a groat 
new country further north, that is bound 
to receive attention during 1897. In tho 
Mining Record for December a contribu- 
tor writes: — 

"There is one feature of encourage- 
ment favorable to this country, and such 
as no other mining country on tho face of 
the earth can boast, and that is: Men 
who have had a world of experience in 
mining, and who havo visited all parts of 
the mining world, say without hesitancy, 
that this is the greatest country they 
havo ovor witnessed for a surface show- 
ing of ore. I say 'surface 'showing' 
simply because there is no development 
done .anywhere below a 100-foot shaft, 
but surface work has been dono in hun- 
dreds of mines whore tho ore bodica havo 
beon exposed for a width of from one 
hundred to livo hundred feet, showing a 
solid body of oro, and when deyeloped to 
tho stated depth show a continuity of 
mineral that increases in value all the 
timo." 

There is an nbundince of water mid 



fuel— coal as well as wood — convenient 
to the mines, so that when the railways 
do enter the territory there will be no 
bar to speedy development. 

Kamloops, on tho main lino of tin 
Canadian Paeitlc railway, made an unex 
pected spurt in mining matters durint; 
the past season. Tho first claims were 
staked laat .July, and since that timo 
about L50 havo been recorded. Tho 
mineral belt lies about three miles south 
west of Kamloops and extends about 
throe miles south mid livo miles west si 
far as known. The ore is gold and cop 
per, the average assays are about 85 ii 
gold and 30 per cent, copper, and tin 
ore bodies are close to the surface. What 
is called the fluent! ledge Has struck 
about six inches below the .surface, and 
when uncovered showed seven feet of 
almost solid oro between the walls. This 
is only a fraction of a claim, and when 
down at a depth of about six foot, was 
sold to an English company, represented 
by Mr. , lames Coublediok, for §13,000 
and the adjoining claims, upon which no 
work has been done, are bonded for 
§5,000 each. It is said that all the 
claims upon which work has been done have 
turned out well, and next year la expec 
ted to bo one of gnat mining activity in 
this locality.

Opening 1 Up With Increased Av- 
enues of Communication.

riie Direct Line to the Coast the 
Road of First and Paramount 
Importance. 



Though the mileage of railways built 
in British Columbia during ISOli was not 
very extensive, yet the year's railway 
building has had a very important bear- 
ing on the development of the province, 
especially in tho enormously rich mining 
country in Kootenay, hy giving facilities 
for the transportation of ore, without 
which it would have been impossible to 
havo shipped from many of tho mines. In- 
creased attention has been attracted to 
railways by this very mining devel- 
opment, and at, a time, too, when in 
ther parts of tho continent people are 
chary of taking hold of railway enter- 
prises, owing to tho depression that made 
railway investments decidedly unsatis- 
factory. That British Columbia has re- 
sources that will well repay the building 
of railways, and, indeed, require facilities 
of communication to utili/.e them, h 
during 1800 become more apparent than 
ever. It is only a couple of weeks since 
Hon. Mr. lilair, the Dominion Minister 
of Railways and Canals, while in Victoria 
expressed himself as perfectly astonished 
at the marvellous richness of this 
province, and it is to be expected now 
that on his roturn to Ottawa ho will 
point out to his colleagues in the cabinet 
tho necessity of assisting this province to 
obtain improved raihvav communication. 

The Columbia A Western railway, 
running between Trail and Rosslarul, a 
distance of 11 miles, was completed in 
June, and though a narrow gauge roau, 
has been a most important factor in lhe 
development of the mines of Southwest 
Kootenay, having carried many thousands 
of tons of oro from the mines of that 
great mining centro to the smelter at 
Trail. Without some such road the out- 
put of Kootenay's mines would not have 
attained such a satisfactory prominence 
as they have. 

The Red Mountain road, from North- 
port, in Washington, on the east bank of 
the Columbia, to Rossland, a distance of 
10 miles, eight of which are 111 British 
Columbia, has been another road built in 
1896: 

Then the C. P. R. have laid out a lino 
from Slocan City, at the foot of Slocan 
lako, to the crossing on tho Kootenay 
river, to connect with the Columbia & 
Kootenay, a distance of 20 miles, and 
another lino has been surveyed from 
Robson to Trail, a distance of about 20 
miles, winch will when built, give a rail 
and water connection with the main line 
of the C.P.R. that can be used the year 
round without interruption. 

Already steps have been taken towards 
building a road from the East through 
the Crow's Nest l'ass into tho Kootenay 
country in 1807, for the people of East- 
ern Canada aro thoroughly alive to tho 
necessity of doing something to keep tho 
Kootenay trade from flowing into the 
States to the south. The Coast cities of 
British Columbia at tho same time feel 
that if the East is to be assisted by the 
Dominion Government to secure their 
road, British Columbia is entitled to look 
for assistance to build a lino from tho 
Coast to connect with the Crow's Nest 
Pass, so that the people of the province 
may have their share of the desirahlo 
trade of the mining districts. The farm- 
ers of the Lower Eraser would especially 
gain by a road to the Coast, for it would 
open to them a magnificent market for 
every pound of produce they could raise. 
Pulling together, shoulder to shoulder, 
thero is no reason why this desirable end 
should not be secured by tho people of 
British Columbia. Already men are 
the field looking over the route, and it is 
reported by Mr. Shaw, an engineer who 
wont through from the Hope mountains 
to the Okanagan valley laat summer, that 
there wore indications of minerals met 
with that go far to show that a road built 
through that section of tho province 
would open up a mineral district that has 
aa yet been untouched with tho excep- 
tion of a very few prospectors who lately 
have made their way in there. There 
seems no reason to doubt th*t with rail- 
ivay communication established, camps 
equal to Rossland will rise nearer the 
coast to the benelit of not only the coast 
population but the province at large. 
An act was also passed last year hy tno 
Provincial Legislature to incorporate the 
Ashcroft & Cariboo railway Company for 
the purpose of constructing a line from 
Ashcroft or Kamloops to Barkcrville and 
thence to Port Simpson, building to be- 
gin in two years and the road to bo com- 
pleted in ten years, and some attention 
is being paid to the possibilities of join- 
ing Nanaimo with Alberni by a railroad. 

As will be seen from the following list, 
tho provincial legislature will be asked to 
grant charters for quite a number of new 
railroads at tho coming session. 

From Glenora, on the Stikeen river to 
Teslin lake. 

Eraser valley and Kootenay railway, 
from Burrard inlet to Westminster and 
thence on the south shore of tho Fraser 
river, west to Rossland and Penticton; 
and with power to purchase tho rights of 
tho Burrard Inlet and Fraser Valley 
Railway. 

From Vancouver to Trail, in "West 
Kootenay. 

From Ashcroft to Barkcrville. 

From Alborni to Nanaimo. 

From Revelstoke north to Omoo rivor. 

From Galena on Thumb Bay, on Upper 
Arrow lake, to the forks of the Lardeau, 
with branches, including one to Trout 
lako. 

From Kaslo to the headwaters of Dun- 
can rivor. 

From the head of Lynn canal, norther- 
ly to tho boundary of the province. 

From tho mouth of Granite Creek, 
West Kootenay, to Macaroni basin with 
power to build branches in the White 
Grouse mineral district. 

Vancouver, Victoria and Eastern Rail- 
way, to connect the coast with the South- 
ern Kootenay minim; country. 

From Chilli ivack to Penticton.
